J liſten'd attentively to all that my Gentleman faid ; 
and tho' I was overjoy'd, that neither the Mother nor

came ruſhing upon me, with a naked Poniard in her

There needed no more to make me forget that wicked 
Creature. Thus I recovered my former Tranquillity, } 
and reſolv'd to go home directly, and make up the Mat- 
ter, in good earneſt, with my faithful Janine. Having 
made a Preſent to the Maſter of Languages of what re- 
main d in the Houſe, (which amounted to the Value of 
about twenty Ducats) and paid him very genteelly be- 
ſides, I return'd him Thanks for his good Offices, and 
a{flur'd him, that I would call and fee him now-and-then. 
And thus ended that Intrigue, after having coſt me 
Abundance ef Trouble, 4 K above 200 Piſtoles; and 
I thought myſelf happy in making ſuch a Come: off too. 

When I was arriv'd at home, I appear'd much better 
humour'd to Janine than I us'd, and began to be more 
conſtant in my Coffee-Room ; which ſoon: convinced her, 
that ſome Change had happen'd to her Advantage ; and 
I have fince heard, that ſhe gave two Piſtoles to thePoor, 
as an Acknowledgment, /he ſaid, of the Favour it had 
pleas'd God to beſtow upon her. And now I had no 
doubt continued in this State all my Life, had it not been 
for the unlucky Acquaintance of a degraded Monk, who 
was every Day in my Coftee-Room, and who, as I found 
by his Diſcourſe, was no Enemy to the Fair Sex. He 
would often be at me to come and ſee him, which I could 
not at laſt refuſe; and ſo engag'd deep enough in his 
Company to draw myſelf into a dangerous Affair. In a 
Word, it was, in a ſhort time, between him and me, juſt, 
as it had been betwixt me and the Abbot Borri at Paris: 


Nay, 
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Nay, tho' I had taken a Reſolution never to make uſe of 
the Taliſman again, and tho* I was now ſituated in a 
Country where thoſe kind 'of Things are very little re-_ 
carded, yet I found they ſerv'd my Turn as well there as 
in France. But as, by the Advice of that Villain, I was 
amus'd with the Poſſeſſion of the Ladies of the firſt Qua- 
lity in the City, and the Husband of one of thoſe Ladies 
had ſcented ſomewhat of my Deſign, I was told, one 
fine Morning, that if I did not ſpeedily remove from 
Utrecht, I ſhould be in Danger of my Life; for that my 
Ruin was conſpir'd, and all the Meaſures taken to-affaſ-* 
ſinate me. I then began to make ſome Reflections on 
my lateFolly,and curs'd a thouſand times over the Period 
of getting acquainted with that debauch'd Monk. Ne- 
vertheleſs, as this Matter concern'd my Life, conſiderd 
alſo, that no Time muſt be loſt. I loaded myſelf imme-- 
diately with all my moſt valuable Effects; and, without 
taking the leaſt Notice of what I had heard, told Janine 
only, that I would go that Evening to Amſterdam, as 
well to buy ſome Things which I wanted, as to ſpeak / 
with a Perſon who was arrivd there, for fear he ſhonld- 
be gone before I came. This faid, I wrapp'd myſelf up 
in my Cloak; and after having turn'd thro? all the By-

He did it very willingly, 
and conducted me to an- Inn, where I pray d him to-walls, 
in with me; and having à. Deſire to diſcourſe with him 
in private, Lorder d the, Inn-keeger' to lay us a Table - 
Cloth in ſome Back- Chamber. While we were at Din- 
ner, I communicated te the Gentleman my Deſign of 
ſettling in Amſterdum: Nor could L ever have met with: 
za Man more proper to ſecond me in that Affair than my 
unknown Friend; . for. that very Day he help d: me to a 
Houſe behind the Haare Logement, — Farm could 
be for the Execution of my Project. I teok it at firſt; 
Sight, and then ſent Word to Janine, that I deſign'd tor 
Ax my Abode for the future at Amfterdam.; wherefore I: 
.order'd her to pack up all my Goods, and come to me as: 
Joon. as ſhe could, for that I could not return to Lecht, 
for Reaſons that I would declare to her as ſoon as ſhe was: 
come. And in few Weeks after this, having apen'd a 
Coffee-houſe in the famous City of Auuſ endam, my Begin - 
ning was ſo proſperous, that I. mighe reaſonably 7 
the End would be anſwerable to my Purpoſe. I took 
Abundance of Pains to wriggle myſelf into the Acquain- 
-tance of Meſſieurs R..., $..., and B. ., eminent 
Bankers there, and Perſons: af diſtinguiſt'd Merit, and 
ſingular Probity and good Manners, and beſides this they 
were Talian, by Birth. 1 ſucceeded: fo well in my De- 
ſign, and inſinuated myſelf ſo far into their Favour, that 
.thoſe Gentlemen proſeſs d a great Friendſhip for me, and 
would often tell me, they could not but be ſorry to ſee 4 
Perſon of my Merit foreed to fell Coffee; and therefore, 
that if I would take their Advice, I ſhould make up 
Matters with the Court of Rome, and renounce a Proſel- 
ſion ſo unworthy my Character. They aſſur d me farther, 
that if I would leave the Affair entirely to them, they 
would do their utmoſt to obtain a Bull of the Pope, to re- 
ſtore me to my Employs, and to grant a general Amne- 

ſty for all chat had paſs d. They repeated this to me ſo 
often, and alledg'd fach plauſible Reaſons, that I began 
49 Tield to their Opinion, and .make ſcrious Reflections

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on what they told me. In a Word, thoſe Gentlemen, 
did at laſt ſo far prevail with me, that I gave em my 
Word, that . they obtain d from Name what they 
had engaged to do, I: would. in every thing conform my- 
ſelf to their Will and Deſtre.

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firong and demonſtrative Arguments in Deſence of chi 
Court of Rome, that ever appear'd in the World. And 
I hope all ſuch as have read it will do me Juſtice, and 
acknowledge that nothing can be better written. I did 
not put it to the Preſs, or Reaſons which the Reader 
will be inform'd of in the Remainder of my unfortunate 
Adventures. Some little time after, thoſe Gentlemen 
having receiv'd freſh Letters from Rome, in a much more 
clear and poſitive Style than the former, I judg'd it high 
time to communicate to Faire the Affair that had been 
negotiated in my Eehalf, and the Reſolution I had taken

Spend 
the reſt of your Life in Eaſe, in your own Buſineſs ; and 
as for the Cares and Fatigue it requ:res, leave thoſe en- 
tirely to your faithful Janine; while you paſs your Time 
as agreeably as you can, and divert yourſelf with your 
real and ſincere Friends.

Theſe Words, which I perceiv'd to flow from the 
Bottom of Janine s Heart, made ſuch an Impreſſion upon 
my alarm'd Soul, that I loſt, at once, all the Thoughts 
inſpir'd by the Advice of the Gentlemen before men- 
tion'd; and reſolv'd, maugte all that they could ſay to- 
me, to follow Janine s Counſel. I would not, however. 
let em know my Mind, till the laſt Reſolution of the 
Court of Rome was arriv'd; for if they had not met Wich 
Sueceſ, in their Undertaking, my Excuſe had been ready 
made, without putting me to the Trouble of telling em 
how my Mind was alter d.

D'ye pretend 
thus to ſlight all the Springs we have ſet to Work, and 
all the Expence we have been at, to compaſs this impor. 
tant Affair? No, no, Signor Roxalli, this is not the Way 
to deal with Perfous of Diſtinction, who have been at 
fo. much. Trouble upon your ſcore. Shew your ſelf u 
Man, and not a Woman, Every Step that we haye 


taken in this Affair has been with your Conſent; and.if 


you are no otherwiſe hinder d than by the Apprehenſion 
0f loſing your Liſe, baniſn, for ſuame, that Paniek Fear. 
We three will engage for you, and remain as Hoſtages to 
their High Mightinefles, to anſwer in our own Name for 
any the leaft .Injury that ſhall be done you; nay, for 
your being _reſto#?d to your Dignities, according to Pro- 
miſe. I perceivid by this, that T was taken, and had 
not a Word to ſay for myſelf; ſo that I had, doubtleſs, 
zZenew'd my Promiſe to thoſe Gentlemen, had not Fa 
21ixe, Who liſten'd at the Door, hinder'd me, by ruſhing 
Into the Room, and making a dreadful Hurricane, call- 
Ang the Gentlemen Seducers, and threatening to have them 
before the Magiſtrate, for endeavouring to betray me in- 
to the Hands of the Pope. I mult needs ſay, it very 
much troubled me, to ſee Perſons of Probity treated in 
that manner; and the more, becauſe I was perſuaded of 
their Candor and Sincerity in theſe Proceedings: But it 
Was not in my Power to ſet Bounds to Janine s dreadful 
* and ſo Mefticurs e B..., and R.. ., went 
Away, 
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away, abuſing me, and threatening they would malte mo-

As oon as I found myſelf alone wich Janine, I repri- 
manded her for her Rudeneſs towards thoſe Gentlemen, 
alledging, that 1 could have cleafd myſelf genteelly 
enough, without coming to Tuch Extremities; That, 
however, Iforgave her, becauſe I was ſenfilfte, what ſhe: 
hall done, proeeeded from a Principle of Friendſhip to? 
me; but dsſired her wichal, to keep her Temper a little:

on the contrary, The perſiſted to tell me, that ſhe would

But as one Misfortune ſeldom comes alone, 
I had [likewiſe the Mortifeation to ſee Fauint taken very 
ill all of a ſudden: And within a few Days after ſhe hal 
been ſeiz d with a Ferer, an Accident befel her, which 
Modeſty obliges me to pafs by in Silence: Suffice it to aſ- 
ſure my Readers, chat ever ſinee that unlucky Diſgrace, - 
ſhe has ceabd to be a Woman, and from that time we © 
have liv'd together lilee Brother and Siſter. Mean while, 
no ſooner had the Fever left her, but the Infirmity the 
was troubled with not hindering her from walleing, ſhe 
TE GS continued 
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continued to mind the Buſineſs of the Houſe; But as 1 
found that it grew downwards, and daily declined, I took 
the. Reſolution, by Janine s 1 to let Lodgings, 
thinking *twas my Intereſt to. draw Foreigners to my 
"Houſe, fince it was forſaken by the Citizens. Having 
fix d a Bill over my Door accordingly, I us'd.all my En- 
deavours to lure Strangers to my Houſe; and ſor that 


5 5 would often go to the Quays, to ſee whether any 


ody landed or not: That not anſwering ExpeQation, 1 
emp'oy'd Men on purpoſe to direct new Comers to my 
Houſe. For as Amflerdam is the Place of greateſt Trade 
in Holland, if not in Europe, People are continually land- 
ing there from ſome Part of the World or other; and 
thus I now thought to retrieve my Affairs by means of 
the Foreigners: And indeed at (firſt I thought my De- 
ſign would have ſucceeded perfectly well. For, as ſome 
of thoſe Strangers tarry'd there ſome time, I thought, 
that if I ſhould diet them, it would ſecure to me a bet- 
ter Trade, and a more conſiderable and certain Profit; 
wherefore 1 and Janine agreed to ſet up an Nrdinarys 
not ſuch howerer as you have at Ions, but like thoſe who 
keep Boarders. The Neatneis with which I entertain'd 
ſuch as took their Meals at my Houſe, ſoon brought a 
great Trade to it; inſomuch that I fatter 'd myſelf with 
getting a great deal of Money by that Buſineſs, in which 


4 took a particular Pleaſure. My Life ſlid away very 


agteeably; and I fancy d that nothing could now interrupt 
the Courſe of my Proſperity: Nevertheleſs this Happineſs 


was very ſhort-liv'd. Thoſe very Enemies who had al- 


ready render'd me. ſeveral back Services, ſtuck cloſe. to 


me, and not content with ruining my preſent Buſineſs, 


continu'd their Hatred againſt me, and never faild to do 
ane a Miſchief, as often as they had Opportunity, tho 
J had never directly affronted them. However, they 
thought I had dealt very baſely by em, in diſappointing 


their Hopes of reconciling me to the Roxaiſo Religion, 


which they had boaſted of, as very meritorious, among 
thoſe of the ſame Communion. In a Word, their great 
Reputation was the Ruin of mine; and I faw, for the 
ſecond time, my Houſe deſerted and empty; ſo that I 
could no longer doubt but my Enemies had conſpir d my 
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Ruin; for the 1/alians ſet no Bounds to their Malice z- 
and eſpecially when Religion is the Pretence. Seeing 
therefore that it was impoſſible I ſhould ſucceed in a City 
where I was become an Eye-ſore, I reſolv'd to go and hve 
ſomewhere elſe. Of all the Places in Holland, I thought 
the Inhabitants of the Hague enjoy d the beſt Air; as well 
upon account of its excellent Climate, as becauſe I flat- 
ter'd myſelf I ſhould there meet with the Repoſe I had 
in vain ſought in all the other Places of the World, where- 
ever I had been. Accordingly I form'd the Deſign of: 
ſettling there; but before I ſent my Effects away, I di- 
ſpatched Fanine to get Intelligence, and to hire a Houſe,. | 
that was conveniently fituated for my Buſineſs; but this- = 
without ſpeaking of it to any Perſon except Fanize her- 
As I had nothing at all to do while this Matter was im: 
Agitation, and Janine hurry'd from Amferdam to the 
Hague, and back again from the Hague to Amſterdam, 1 
ſometimes took a Turn without the City. It happen d- 
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3 one. Day as I was thus walking, that I went through a 
© Street which was full of thoſe delightful Places called Ma- 
d fick- Houſes; and which, as I was afterwards given to un- 

a .derſtand, was the Rendezvous for all the Proſfitutes in the- 
h City : I was crofling that fine Street, when a very pretty 

h Woman beckon'd me to come to her; I had the Cyriofity> 
34 to go; and as ſhe ſpoke French very well, was eaſily per- 
pt ſuaded to enter with her the Houſe. at whoſe Door the- 
ſs was ſtanding: I found it was one of thoſe Places of 
l- Pleafure call'd a Mu/ick-Hou/e. As it was almoſt Night, 
to 1 heard in a very little time a Concert of Organs, Vio-- . 
35 lins and Baſs-Viols, in the Hall whither my Miftreſs con- 
lo ducted me; which was. ſo illuminated, that far from: 
10? thinking I was in a Place of Liberty, I began to fan 
ey myſelf at Rome again, in one of the Catholick Churches. 
ng Among Abundance of. Damſels who were preſent in that 
n, illuſtrious Rendezvous, I found none ſo charming as her 
ng that had introduc'd me: She was indeed full of Wit, and 
at very engaging in her Difcourſe. She gave me a brief 


Hitlory of her Genealogy, aſſuring me, that ſhe was de-- 
+ ſcended of one of the ancienteſt Families of Brufſeh.:- 
* She alſo told me the W which reduced her t

'There- 
upon I paid for what We had callid in, and went with 
Ber to ſee here ſhe ledg'd ;mor was it far from the Place 
Where I met her. Being come to the- Door, ſhe preſs d 
me to ge in for one Moment, which I unfertunately 
agreed to. I fond the Rooms very handſomely fur- 
muh'd, and therefore made no Scruple to attend her to. 
her Chamber, where there Was- a good Fire. As ſoon as 
E had enter'd the Room, ſhe defir'd me to fit down, aud 
-erder'd. the Maid to bring up a Bottle of Wine, ſay ing, 
E ſhould taſte her » Champagne. Far from fuppoling my- 
ſelf in the leaſt Danger, I was as eaſy as poſſible in that 
treacherous Weman's Company, When, all of a ſudden, 
1 heard in the next Chamber to that which we were in, a 
kind of confus'd Noiſe of Mens and Womens Voices to- 
-gether. Asking what could be the Matter? my new 
*Miftreſs reply'd, that it was only two Gentlewomen that 
lodge d wich her; and that as for the Men, the ſuppos d 
they were ſome Friends come to fee them: But, alas! how 
ſar was this from Fruth! and what a dreadful Danger diu 
F incur, in that execrable Houſe ! I never made a narrower 
Eſcape in my Life than thence; for ſoon after I had ask d 
that She-Devil what Men they were, ſive or fix 'Cut- 
"throats, diſguis'd in Seamens Habits, enter d the Cham- 
der; and one of em coming up to me, asl d me in French, 
put in a very. ſurly Tone, what. I did there? Tanfwerd 
kim trembling, that I came thither onty becauſe that 
© «Qentlewoman had invited me to walk in; and turning 
my ſelf towards her, to deſire her to witneſs what I faid 
to be true, ſhe had given me the Slip, and was gone. This 
convinced me, that I was betray d, and that it now only: 
'xemain'd for me to recommend myſelf to God, and be- 
ſieech him to deliver me out of the Hands of thoſe Ruf-. 
Hans And as in my extreme-Confukon I cry'd out aloud, 
*Q ny God! the Fellow that ſpoke 3 French ſaid to me, wi 


an Air of Inſolence, his joniotBlikecfor thee ttorfay aby 
Prayers in; chou ſhoulaſt have none that before thouhadit | 
come! hither, that heim have llept-thee away.; but 
now that wer have thoe here, wefſhall mike: thee pay: ſuſ- 
' ficient Import before thouart Exp. With that all the 
Villains fell upon me, ſome taking me by my Hands, 
others by my Feet, and began toiftripane. When. was > 
as flark-naked as ever I vas born, they bound me faſt to 
a Chair; and he that fpoke: —— Signal to 
the reſt, out pulls eneh of them a butcherly Knife: At 
that horrid Sight: I cry'd out as loud as I could bawl; 
vrhereupon ſive or ſiæ Women ran: to ſee Boo was ties 
Matter, and among them 'Iſpy"d:the charming Milk- 
woman that had ſome time before jilted me at Uzrecb?. Is - 
it you, dear Chiiſtiua, ed I. ahi Heaven has ſo ſeaſon- - 
ably ſent to deliver me out of the deplorable Condition in 
which you ſee me! 'How! gb, quite ama What! 
Signor NRoweili in this terrible aud dangerous Situation! 
No; it ſhall never be ſaid, that -a Mam for whom I have

when tis in my Power to binder it! Fhereupen ſhe took. -

No 
ſooner therefore had I entirely recover d myſelf, but : 
broke Silence, and addrefling myſelf to my tutelar An agel, 
Js it you, i I, my dear. Chriſtina, that I findein 
this Place. ſo unworthy your Preſence! May 1 believe 
my Eyes! Is it an Illuſon, or a real Truth! No, 
tis no IIluſion, reply that charming Woman, tis Emyſeif, 
and but too true, to my Sorrow! And to let you know, 
ae hs fighing, chat 2 2 befallen me, That has not

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me my Cloaths again, and as ſoon as IL wasdrefs'd, went. -

yet come to your Knowledge, I muſt inform you; that 
about a Fortnight after you had taken a Houſe for me in 
the City, a German Lord found an Opportunity to be- 
come acquainted with me, and to declare to me the vio- 
lent Paſſion he had entertain'd in my Behalf; aſſuring me, 
that if I would anſwer it, he would at once make my 
Fortune, and render me happy as long as I liv'd. He 
told me, that he was an only Son, had a conſiderable 
Eſtate, and was entirely at his own Diſpoſal.

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he more uneaſy, becauſe he had leſt all his Valets at 
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home, whom I ſent. to enquire at all the Places which he 
frequented. - But their Perquiſitions were in vain. When 


1 found, that the Night was far ſpent, and-I-cpuld hear 


nothing of my Spouſe, What dreadful Apprehenſions 
came into my Mind! The blackeſt Deſpair and Melan- 


choly took Poſſeſſion of my Soul! for I could no longer 
doubt, but ſome ſad. Accident had befallen him. Thus 1 
paſs'd the reſt of the Night in the moſt cruel Anguiſh of 


Mind! As ſoon as twas Day, I gave freſh Orders to my 


Footmen to go and look for their Maſter, in all Parts of 


the City ; while I remained at home in continual, Alarms, 


for fear of receiving, every Moment, ſome bad News 
of my dear Spouſe! And indeed, about two Hours after 


the Valets had been gone out, growing very ſleepy, (for 


had not ſhut my Eyes together all Night) I fat myſelf 
down in an eaſy Chair, to take a little Reſt ; and juſt as

which happened in the Street; rouzed me. Thereupog, 
I flew to the Window, and found a vaſt Crowd of People 
got together, and in the midſt of them one of your 
Coaches drawn upon a Sledge.

Body of my deceaſed Spouſe, vainly-imagining to fetch 


him to Life, and make him ſpeak to me, by dint of 


. Cries and Tears. All the Endeavours of the Men of the 
Houſe to pull me away from him, proved fruitleſs ; and 
Ahereupon, the Crowd gathered more and more: But, 
at laſt, being quite ſpent with Sorrow and Weakneſs, 
1 fell into a Swoon upon the Body of that unfortunate 
Gentleman; and as it was not then difficult. to take me 


away, they did ſo, and carry'd me to Bed; where I lay 
three Hours, without giving the leaſt Symptoms of Life

J muſt conſeſs, (chen {aid the unfortunate Nilk woman, 

breaking the Thread of her Diſcourſe) that tho I Was. 

extremely afflicted, yet that Man's Words made ſome Im- 

preſſion upon my Mind, and forced me to conſider, that 
the Deceaſed had not left me very*rich, but that, on the 
contrary, my Affairs were in a very indifferent Situa- 

tion. What would you have me do, then? asſ˙ered I, 
cdoilh a languyoing fir. Do reply theilalet us G ham- 
bre; Why you muſt make uſe of a Stratagem Which 1 

have invented; for otherwiſe, I don't (fee howyou Will 
come at the Value ef a Braſs Farthing. I can caunterfeit= 
my Maſter's Hand, continued he, ſo exactly, that nobody 
can diftinguiſh his from mine: Thus, I muſt make 
Deed of Gift, whereby it. will appear, that the Deceaſed 
obliged himſelf in his Life-time, incaſe God ſhould be 
pleaſed to call him to himſelf, beſere he /had-marry*d:yob, 
to leave you Four thouſand Crowns, and all the Effects 
9 him. T ean do (his wich the better Conſcience, 
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eid:ihe, beeauſe he told me ſeveral times, beſote he died, 
that he deſigned ſo to do, and to marry you too, as ſon 
as ever you were arrived at his Houſe. The Remittances 
he expected, amount to Five thouſand: Crowus. Now 
you muſt be provided with the Writing, which lam about 
to draw up, to the end you may make no more ado, but.

you with Means ſufficient to maintain you very genteelly.

and therefore you muſt think of ſome other Rendezvous,

M 
ierdam, as well to wait the Expiration of my Leaſe up 
there, as to get Poſſeſſion of my Houſe at the Hagur pa 
During that Interval of Time, Heaven tock Pity on me, in 
and ſeeing I had always an empty Coffee · Room, eſtablifl'f m 
my Projperity, in a very extraordinary manner. In a D 
word, the Smiles of Providence upon that Occafion ant re 
a ſolid Foundation for my Fortune, which has wonder- fai 
fully mended upon it ever ſince. The Affair was this!: M 
A certain Prieſt, that came ſrom the Imdies; landing at fg 
Amjierdam, took Lodgings in my Houſe. He had not hi 
been there long, before heigave me to underſtand, that bi 
he took abundance of Pleaſure in my Converſation; and ſu 
this induced me to give him a Relation of my principal 'G 
Adventures, and the Reaſons that engaged me to quit Wi 
the Monaſtical Habit.

Duſt which the Clergyman had given me, he had ſtill 
remaining in his Box, to the Value of above Twelve thou- 
ſand Florins. And as I knew very well, that that 

Man Was very ignorant in the Matter, I form'd the De- 
ſign of taking Advantage of his Ignorance, and cheating 


him. The better to ſucceed therein, I reſolved to ſhew 


him a little of my Skill in the Art of Deceiving, by per- 


worth the Experiment, eſpecially conſidering that 1 
had carry u it a great way off. 1 executed this Matter, 


juſt as 1 had contrived it; and immediately upon my Re- 
turn home, told the Prieſt, all that I had deviſed by the 


way. Afterwards, I alarmed his Quarters, by beſpedleing 
him (with pretended Demonſtrations of Friendſhip) im the 
manner following > My dear Friend, I have this Mo- 


ment heard a Piece of News, which very much troubles 


me, becauſe of the moſt ſincere and particular Efteem, 
which, you know, I have for you. It is, That War is 
juſt declared between Holland and France; and I am not a 
little concerned for you, not knowing how you will get 
out of this Country. What adds to my Fear, is, the Con- 
ſideration of the Hazard you run, if you ſtay here any 
longer; ſo that *tis time for you to think of retiring. For 
the reſt, you may rely upon me, and be perſuaded, that 
1 will do you what Service T am able, in this and all other 


Concerns. But now, as you have given me to underſtand, 


that you are not very well provided with Money, IIl eden 
venture to give you three Hundred Ducatoons 9 
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Gold · duſt: I am very ſenſible; that I run a great Hazards 


| and that I ſhall never be able to make my Money of it 


again : But this I offer purely to render you a Piece of 
Service, without any Regard to my private Intereſt. 
Hereupon, he would let me go no farther ; but interrupt- 
mg me, cry'd out, For God's ſake, dear Rogelli, help 
me only tc get out of this Country, as ſoon as poſſible; 
and, as for the Gold-duſt, you may give me what you 
pleaſe for it; I ſhall think myſelf very happy, if I can 
but reach Antwerp: And, for the reſt, I know you are 
an honeſt Man, and let me go where I will, will ſend me 
Word, if you ſhould happen to make more of the Duſt. 
Ay, certainly, anſwered I to the Prieſt; you need only 

t me know where you ſtop, and if I get more by that 
Commodity, than I give for it, you ſhall ſurely have it. 
This ſaid, I ſpurre4 him on to pack up his Goods as ſoon 
as he could, paid him the Sum agreed upon, and help'd 
him to a Man that I could truſt, to conduct him to the 
Frontiers. Afterwards, I accompany'd him my ſelf to the 
Rotterdam Bark; where having embraced him, and aſſur'd 
him of my inviolable Friendſhip, I took my Leave, and 
returned home. - | bf 5 
The only thing that now remained to reſtore a perfect 
Tranquillity to my Mind, was the Return of the Guide, 


with the News of his having ſeen the Prieſt as far as the 


Frontiers. Nor did that Uneaſineſs long perplex me. 


For while I was at Dinner, the ſixth Day after their ſetting 


dut, who ſhould come in, but the honeſt Guide, who 
aſſured me, that he had ſeen the Prieſt beyond Ræſendael, 
where he had hired a Peaſant's Waggon, to carry him to 
Antwerp!

He had no ſooner melted it, and poured it into 
the Ingot-mould, but he was ſtruck dumb, and no longer 
doubted, but I was one of Hermes's Baſtards, and had 
the Art of making Gold. All my Endeayours to beatz that 
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Notion out of his Head, proved fruitleſs ; I could, by no 
Means, undeceive him; but the more I deny d his Con-

The Bargain thus ſtruck, I provided myſelf, 
the next Day, with a greater Quantity of my Duſt, and 
went, as uſual, to the Goldſmith's. He had no ſooner © 
melted it, but ſeeing fix Pound of Gold in a Lump, he 
threw himſelf upon his Knees before me, and begged of 
me, with Tears in his Eyes, to have ſome regard for 
him, in Conſideration of his numerous Family; adding, 
that he was very ſure, God had ſent me to his Houſe, to 

be the happy Inſtrument of relieving his Neceſſity. I made 
him riſe, and then told him, that IL Would do what I 
could for him; but that he ought not to expect great 
Matters, becauſe I was myſelf embarraſſed with a much 
greater Charge than he. However, I aſſured him. withal, 
that I would come again the next Day, and give him all 


che Satisfaction that lay in my Power. I made himample 


Amends for his Trouble, as uſual, and went to the Few's, 
to ſell him my Gold, who paid me, for fix Pound of 
that Metal, the Sum of Three thouſand; Seven hundred 
and Eighty Florins, in good Ducatoons, which I ſent 
home in a Wheel-barrow. The next Day, I was as good 
as my Word, in going again to the Go/d/mith's 3 and, to. 
acquit myſelf of the Promiſe I had made him, put four 
{Junces of my Gold-duſt into one Crucible, and two 
Pound into an other. Being come to his Houſe, I bad 
him melt down what there was in both tne Crucibles, ac- 
quainting him, at the ſame time, that whatſoever thi 
little one yielded, ſhould. be his own.

For as the Goldſmith was 
very great at Monſieur R. 's, he told that Gentleman, 
among the reſt, of my Affair; and he ſoon carry d it to 
che other two: And the Go/d/mth vouched the Fact with 
fo many Circumſtances, that they all Three verily believ d, 
I had found the Philoſopher's Stone, and could make 
Gold at Pleaſure; whereupon, they could almoſt have 
hanged themſelves, that ever they had fallen but with me. 
On the other hand, as I underſtood all this from one of 
Monſieur S.. . . Valets, I carry'd myſelf as ſtiff and ſhy, 
as could be, towards them; and tho' they try'd all man- 
ner of Ways to infinuate themſelves with me again, they 
could never compaſs their Deſign. You may eaſily ima- 
gine, that I took no ſmall Pleaſure, in confirming them 
more and more in the Opinion, that I had attained the 
Art of making Gold; for which I took ſeveral indirect 
Methods. One Day, I contrived Matters ſo, that one

were to be had in thoſe Cities, having followed my Or- 
ders, in not ſparing any Charge. I had alſo taken the 
Precaution te inſert in the Letter a Bill of what every in+ 


_ dividual Thing had coſt, fixing the Price at above twenty: 
times the Money the, flood me in. Having thus order d 


Matters at Amſterdam, 1 left my Cheſt in the Office, and 
deſired em to ſend it to the Hague within fix Days, ac- 
cording to the Direction. I uſed that Precaution, becauſe 
nobody ſhould ſuſpect, I had purchaſed my Goods at 
Amſterdam, though being gone but two Days fromhome, 
my Journey was a Secret. At my Return to the Hagut, 
I found, that all Things at home went ſtill better and 


better. The ſixth Day being come, the Cheſt juſt ar- 


rived at the happy Hour, when my Houſe was crowded: 
with Gentlemen. Wherefore, nicking the Opportunity, 
I immediately opened it, and took out all the Goods, 
which were ſnatch'd out of my Hands, and my Price 
given me for them, without ſo much as cheapening 
them. In a Word, what with Baſſet, what with my 
Liquors, Chocolate, Snuff, and ſuch other Merchandize, 
in a little time I grew weary of telling my Money; for L 
never clear'd leſs. than thirty Piſtoles a Day, one Day 
with another.

After this I inſinuated myſelf with the Ambaſſadors,

 Yellow-boys. And thus Affairs now went as well with

Monſieur Benachi, a Perſon who underſtands perfect 
well all that belongs to a Coffee-houſe, as well as tht 
Compoſition. of all Sorts of Liquors, and other ſuch-like 
| Tt ERefreſhmens 
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Refreſhments, arriving at Amſterdam from Autauerp, with 
| Deſign to ſettle either there, or at ſoma other Place of 
| the United Provinces, apply'd himſelf to my Enemies, 
and communicated to em his Deſign of opening  Caf- 
fee-houſe at the Hague; telling em at the ſame time, 
that as he had not Money enough to put the Deſign in 
Execution, he found himſelf under an Obligation to beg 
their Aſſiſtance in the Matter; and farther aſſuring them, 
that as he had contriv'd his Buſineſs, he did not queſtion 
but to carry all before him at the Hague, and oblige 
me to decamp from my lov'd Abode: In ſaying theſe 
laſt Words he ſufficiently recommended the Propoſal to 
thoſe Gentlemen, who were ſo bent upon my Ruin, that 
they look'd upon this Affair as a favourable Opportunity, 
put into their Hands by Providence, to accompliſh my 
Deſtruction, and fatisfy their cruel Revenge.---Yes, yes, 
Monſieur Benachi, ſaid they to him, you ſhall have ohr 
Aſſiſtance, and we'll fix you in ſuch a Coffee-houſe; that 
nothing like it has ever yet been ſeen in the Seventeen 
Provinces. © Only go to the Hague, and endeavour to find 
out a Houſe fit for your Buſineſs, and for the reſt leave 
it to us. -Mon ſieur Benachi, quite tranſported with 
Joy, came therefore to the Hague, and after Abundance 
of Intrigue, took a Houſe in the Spuyftraar, and fitted it 
up with that Neatneſs and Magnificence, that it was in- 
deed fit to entertain Kings 'and Princes. Never was 
the like ſeen, in any thing of that Kind, at the Hague, 
and I muſt do Monſieur Benachi the Juſtice to ſay, that 
there are very few Perſons of his Profeſſion that can do 
what he did.

forget thoſe who reach'd out their helping Hand to him; 
it has therefore ever been a conſtant Maxim with me, to 
do Good with Moderation, that the Perſons I ſerve may 
fill be tractable and good - natur d; whereas ſhould I put 
em in a Condition to live without me, tis great Odds 
but they would grow proud, and deſpiſe me. In a Word, 
I concluded my Teſtament with ordering, that aſter my 
Death they ſhould put me in a leaden Coffin, ſo well 
ſolder'd, that no Air could penetrate through the ſame; = 
this they were to cover with another Coſſin made of. out 
oaken Planks, four Fingers thick, and nail'd well to- 
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gether: After which three F;Þermen of Scheveling, to 
whom [I bequeath'd forty Ducatoons for their Pains, were 
to carry my Body thus inclos'd about eighteen Leagues 
out to Sea, between England and Holland, and there 
throwing me over-board, fink me to the Bottom of the 
Deep.

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It was with this laſt View, that I have now and then 


made uſe of my. Cunning and Fist. I will therefore 


begin to relate ſome of the Accidents of my Life ſince 
the publiſhing of my laſt Memoirs. If you think any 
Perſons abuſed, you are not to impute it to my Craft, but 
altogether to their own Obſtinacy. I found this very pre- 


dominant in a Perſon of great Diſtinction and Character. 


What ſeems moſt ſurprizing, is, that he is a Lord of pro- 
found Learning, and endowed with excellent Parts. He

1 
would not, however, give them to any Engliſbman, be- 
cauſe the Engl were already too much impoſed upon 


by thoſe kind of Puackertes; but I cry'd them up to Fo- 
reigners, and eſpecially to the /ta/ians. There was then 


at London a noble Venetian, Son of a Procurator of dt. 
Mark: Hearing his Name mention'd' at the Yeaztiar 
Ambaſlador's, 1 fell upon his Neck, and aſſured him,

It did not ſuffice me to paſs for an extraordinary 
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that his Father was.e Gentleman to wham I had infiaite 


Obligations; efpecially for the Protection he had afforded 


me during my Abode at Venice. As a Token of my 
Gratitude, I preſented him with two little Boxes of my 
Pills: I flatter'd myſelf indeed, that, generous as the 


Venetians are, I ſhould have finger'd a good Number of 
Sequins for them; but he went away without giving me 


a Sous. Not that the young Noble was a Farthing in 


Debt when he left England, for he had Bills of Exchange 


to a very great Value; but he fancy d it would be an Af- 


front to offer me any Preſent. However, I gave him to 


underſtand, that he was erroneous in his Opinion con- 
cerning me. Hearing that he was arrived in Holland, I 
drew a Bill of five Guineas upon him, and ſent it to- 


Janotte's Husband to be receiv'd. It is true, the Secreta- 
ry of the Republick of Venice, who was then at the 


Hague, was highly offended at my Proceeding in this 
Caſe, and was going to inſert it in ſome of the printed 
Gazettes, in a manner altogether diſadvantageous to: 
me; but I muſt own, I ſhould not have much concern'd 
myſelf about it, as long as the noble Venetian had paid 


Doctor in Phyſick; my Ambition put me upon ſcraping 
an Acquaintance with the Learned, to let them ſee that 


I was a Scholar, and an entire Maſter of the Fathers of 
the Church: Tut whatever Pains' I took to make them 


underſtand me, and to underitand them myſelf, I could 
do neither for the Life of me. I found that thoſe 
Gentlemen underſtood Latin, in which we convers'd, 
perfectly well; but the Difference in our Pronunciation 
was ſo great, that it was impoſſible for us ever to under- 
ſtand one another: Elſe I had indeed taken a wonderful 
Delight in their Company; for, to give them their due, 
the Engliſb Clergy. are for the moſt part profoundly 
learned. However, I happen'd in Company of a Pre- 
late of Diſtinction, who having in his youthful Days 
traveli'd into 1taly, ſpoke the Tongue of that Country 
tolerably well; and therefore it was, that during my 
Abode in England, I frequented that Perſon's Houſe 
more than any other's. You. will eaſily imagine, that 
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upon that Point, they unanimouſly advis'd me not to pre. 
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be being one of the Pillars of the Church of England, 
we ſoon diſcours'd upon the Subject of Religion: Per. 


ceiving that he had a mind to convert me, I made uſe 


of Arguments which put his Lordfhip into a Sweat: 
Nevertheleſs, having entertain'd a Deſign of ending my 
Days in England, I at laſt reſolv'd to conform to the 


Eftabliſh'd Religion of that Kingdom, and to fix, once 
in my Life-time, upon that which I intended to profeſs, 
In ſhort, I ſaw nothing in the Church of England, which 
could give juſt Offence, eſpecially to one whoſe unhappy 
Principle it has always been, to hold an Indifference 
for all the Religions in the World. Wherefore, yield- 
ing to the Arguments and Exhortations of that Prelate, 
I was upon the Point of embracing the Eng/zþ Faith. 
This good Deſign was travers'd by the worſt Misfor- 
tune that ever befel me during the long Courſe of my 
Life. I had given ſome of my Sudorifick Liguor to a 
S--tch Lord, who ſhall be nameleſs; and my Remedy 
had wrought upon that Viſcount the deſired Effect: But 
he thinking himſelf cured of certain dangerous Diftem- 
pers which hung about him, return'd to his Debauches 
after ſo exceſſive a manner, that he ſpoil d all, and died 
at the End of fix Weeks. His Relations, prompted by 
my Enemies, gave out, that my Remedy was the Cauſe 
of his Death; and my advertiſing againſt that Report 
wet with as ill Succeſs, as my doing it upon another 
Occaſion ; for fay what I would, I was after all reckon'd 


an Impoſior. I quoted all the Examples of thoſe I had 


cured, who were ready to atteſt it; but Truth could by 
No means. prevail over Envy However, all this had 


ſignify'd little, had not the College of Phy/icians of Lon- 


aon, to fill up the Meaſure of my Sufterings, taken 
Cognizance of what paſs'd, and decided againſt my Re- 
medy ; and tho' they knew nothing of its Compoſition, 
forbid me the Uſe of it for the future. 

It is a Privilege which that Collige has throughout 
England, to lord it over all ſuch as pretend to give Drugs 
for the Health of Mankind. I made Inquiry, whether, 
notwithſtanding that Prohibition, I could not go on in 
the Courſe I had begun; but conſulting Men of the Law 


tend 
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tend to ſtand out againſt the Faculty. Wherefore, in the 
Deſpair to which [ was reduced by this Incident, I com- 
pos'd a Latin Book to ſerve as an Apology againſt the 
Imputations of that Faculty, and eſpecially as to the 
Lord T----?*s Death. Nay, I got it printed, and diſtri- 
buted about all the Corners of the City and Liberties of 
London, without reaping any other Advantage from it, 
than the Compaſſion of my Friends, who told me, I de- 
ſerv'd better Fortune. Mk | 

I was perſuaded- by one of my Well-wiſhers, to ſet 
up for a Fortune-teller, He aſſured me, it would be a 
Means of repairing the Loſs of what I might have got 
by my Remedy; and repreſented to me, that there was: 
not a Country in the World, whoſe Natives are more 


_ credulous as to that Article; and particularly the Fair 


Sex, who turn the leaſt natural Accident into ſome Pre- 
ſage for the future; whereof he nam'd to me an Infinity- 
of Examp'es, I had indeed heard Talk concerning 
thoſe Calculators of Nativities, but was inform'd, at the 
ſame time, that they were the moſt ignorant and miſe- 
rable Cheats in the World, and that there were a great 
many of them diſpers'd up and down. Beſides, it 
ſeem'd to me derogatory from the Countenance I had af - 
feaed of a Man of the ſevereſt Wiſdom. Moreover, 
being vex'd at what had happen'd on the Part of the Co/- 
lege of Phyſicians, and fearing ſome Inſult from thoſe who 


concern'd themſelves with Predictions, I found no Incli- 


nation in myſelf for this new Trade, howſoever profit- 
able it appear'd to be. Janine in vain ſupported the 
Arguments of my Friend: To induce me to undertake ' 
it, ſhe related an Adventure that had befallen me four or 
hve Months before, and contributed very much to the 
Eſtabliſhment of my Reputation as a Fortune-teller. You 
mult know, that one Morning about Ten o'Clock; a 
Perſon of the Female Sex came diſguis'd like a Citi- 
zen s Wife, and knock'd at my Door. She demanded* 
to ſpeak with me, and being conducted into a Parlour, 
I went to her there: As much as ſhe had diſguis'd her- 
ſelf, I knew. that Perſon, who was a Lady of the firſt 
Rank: A Friend of mine had indeed ſhew'd her to me 
once at St. Fames's Chapel; however, I did not give 
ft... | the 
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the leaſt Intimation that I knew her, but ſhew'd her the 


utmoſt Civility I was capable of. - After Abundance of 
Windings and Turnings about the Nature of divers Dif. 
tempers, ſhe told me, that ſhe knew me to be a good 
Aſtrologer, and that I had an extraordinary Skill in pe- 
netrating into Things yet to come. She added, that ſhe 
Had heard her Miſtreſs ſpeak of it, who had receiv'd her 
Information from the Earl of M . I aſſured her, 
that I was not ſo skilful in thoſe kind of Matters, as per- 
_ baps ſhe might imagine. Nevertheleſs, ſhe came to the 

Point. Since you will have me, Madam, (then ſaid I 
to her) ſhew you ſome Item of a great Science, permit 
me to tell you, you are come hither, thinking to deceive 
me: I do not mean, that you would cheat me of Gold 
or Silver; but 1 mean, that you would paſs for quite ano- 
ther Perſon than you are: Glancing only upon the bare

upon I examin'd her Hand. I had formerly, you mult 


know, been very well vers'd in Chiromancy ; but was 
ſo often convinced of its Uncertainty, that I had quitted

My Predictions proved but too true, tho? I muſt confeſs- - 
this was not in the leaſt owing to 1 Science; but as 1 
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the Cabala, which made a great Noiſe at London. They 


belong'd to a Painter of Breſt, who had been a great 


Traveller, and retired many Years ago into England: 
His Name was Monſieur Philippe. The Perſon who 
mention'd him to me, could not enough extol the Science 
which this Painter had in the Caba/a. I met with ſome 
Trouble in introducing myſelf to him who had thoſe 
Wri:ings in his Poſſeſſion; but was made amends by the 
Peruſal of a whole Cheſt-full, which I read with a won- 
derful Curidlity.

would not that his Treaſures be ſhut up from thoſe who > 
have almoſt penetrated to their Source. Take me into 
the Number of your Brethren, and diſſipate that Cloud 
of Darkneſs which binders my Eyes from diſcerning -: 
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I knew not what to make of that Pre- 
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clearly. This Declaration, which I was very far | Gm | 
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expecting, ſince the Faculty had ſo imperiouſly decided 
concerning the Inſufficiency, not to ſay Malignity, of 
my Remedy, was very ſurprizing to me. I fell a laughing,

Before I launch any:farther into the Particulars of the 


Converſation I had with that Searcher into Nature, I 


muſt advertiſe thoſe into whoſe Hands theſe Memoirs ſhall 


fall, That if ſuch kind of Matter be not to their Taſte, 


they have nothing to do but to skip it over, without 


reading. But I am perſuaded, | ought not to paſs it by in 
Silence, becauſe it may happen among the Curious, who 
will thank me for giving them ſo particular an Account. 

To return'to my Gentleman: He told me, the ſame 
Peter of Lombard), who agrees with Zacharius, gave 
him one Difficulty which was indeed to him a Gerdian 
Knot. It was about the Time of the Ph:E/ophical lu. 


Fint's Birth, which was fixed to a Minute. I asked 


him what he meant by Philoſophical Infant; and he an- 
ſwered, It muſt be that bleſſed /and of Leaves, wherein 
Gold is ſowed to be radically diffolved, in order to itz 
Putrefaction, and Regermination in a Fixation which 
has Power over its Brethren the imperfect Metals, and 
makes them like itſelf. To induce him to go on, I be- 

an now to contradict him, after having heard his Senti- 
ment of the Gold which is diſſoluble, and which ro 
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not ſcruple to ſay was the Common Gold. Nay, he was 
ſo conceitedly obſtinate, That he declared all thoſe to be 
ignorant, who were not informed of that Truth. I en- 
deavoured, nevertheleſs, to prove the Contrary. I told 
him, I believed he would agree with me, That Gold was 
the "moſt perfect Compoſition in Nature. Now, ſaid I, 
this Compoſition proceeds from ſuch-an Union of the Parts 
together, that neither Time nor Fire could alter them. 
It was therefore impoſſible to ſeparate them, becauſe 
ſach a Separation was repugnant to its Perfection; for it 
they were ſeparable, the Compoſition could not be ſaid to 
be perfect. I added, That I was very ſenſible, how con- 
ceited Men pretended to reincrudate it in the Univerſal 
Menſtruum; but, That that Reincrudation ſeemed. im- 
poſſible, for the Example I was going to produce. A 
Grain of Corn, winch is reincrudated in the Earth, is in 
its State of Vegetation; but if one was to take this 
Corn, when 'tis ground into Meal, made up into Dough, 
and baked into Bread, that Reincradation would never 
be. It was the ſame thing with reſpe& to common Gold, 
which being no longer in its State of Vegetation, as one 
may ſav, wherein Nature had placed it, ſince it has been 


ſeparated, melted down, and martyr'd thro? divers Ope- 


rations, cannot do what the Chymiſts expect. To make 
uſe of familiar Examples, Cheeſe that is ſeveral Years 


old cannot, by all the Artifice in the World, be reduced 


to its firſt Condition of Milk, whereof it is made, and of 
Curd, which reduced it to another State. It was the ſame 
thing with regard to common Gold. Wherefore we muſt 
conclude, (ſaid I) That when the Philoſophers mention 
their Gold, it muſt be a Gold in its firſt State, and not 
when Men have ſeparated it from its Tree, melted-it 
down, and try'd it on the Fire. The Sperm of a Cock, 
which is in an Egg, and renders it capable of becoming, 
by PutrefaQion, in a State of Generation, does not pro- 
ceed from a Cock that has been killed, roaſted and. di- 
vided into a thouſand Pieces. It is juſt the ſame with 


human Seed, as well as that of other Animals, which 
| muſt be full of Life and Vigour, to give the Faculty of 


Generation of their Species to the Female Seed. We mult 


thgrefore conclude,” aid T, That the Philoſophers Gag 5 
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muſt be ſomewhat alive, gathered from its Root, which

in that Condition of natural Life, puts in Motion the 
Female Matter of Metals, which is of the ſame Nature, 
and advances it to the high Degree of Perfection, by 


Help of the Artizan. That which Art does here, added 


I, is, to imitate the Husbandmen, who reap the Corn, 
and then threſh it, to ſeparate it from the Chaff, and 
make it fit to be ſown pure in the Earth, which ſerves it 
inſtead of a Matrice. This is called Purification, and to 
this the Artiſt ought to apply himſelf in his firſt Opera- 
tions, It is performed by Sublimation only, which, in- 
deed, alone ſeparates the Pure from the Impure; but 
that Sublimation is not the common Sublimation, tho' is 
is ſomewhat like it. I perceived my Gentleman was 
talked quite out of his Senſes ; and I had proceeded in my 


Diſcourſe, had it not been for a Meſſage that was ſent 
to me on the Part of a Perſon of Diſtinction, who wanted 


to ſpeak with me that very Moment. My Viſitor was 


therefore obliged to leave me, which he had no ſooner 
done, but I repaired to the Rendezvous appointed for me. 


Three Days paſſed, before I ſaw him again; but how- 
ever, come he did, and we had Diſcourſes too long to be 
inſerted here.

livered by an Accident, which (God be thanked) placed

One Afternoon, I had four Friends at my Houſe, who 
were Men of excellent Qualifications, and profound Lite- 
rature. We had accidently fallen into Diſcourſe, touch- 
ing the Wand of: Divination, when the importunate Co- 
nundrum-monger entered, and concerned himſelf with our 


Converſation. He who firſt ſtarted the Subject of the 


Wand, was giving an Account of the Effe& of that, by 
which, ſome Years ago, a Murderer was purſued and 


taken even upon the Water. He related the common 


Examples mention'd by Agricola, and confirmed by daily 


Experience for the Diſcovery of the Sources of. Waters. 


We examined the Cauſes thereof, which were mentioned 
with enough of Uncertainty and Obſcurity ; but it was 


agreed to be a Virtue given to ſuch as were born * 
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the Sun was in Aqzarius. After a great many fine Things, 
which my Friends very learnedly alledged in relation 
to this Article, our troubleſome Philoſopher broke Silence, 
and ſaid, he was born when the Sun was in Aquarius, 
and was poſſeſſed of that ſame Virtue, whereof he had 
made divers Experiments. He even added, That it was 
not true, that thoſe Wands ought to be made of Hazle; 
and aſſerted, That common Wood, of any kind whatſo- 
ever, was full as good as that of Hazle. He went farther 
yet, and offered to ſhew us an Experiment of it upon the 
Spot. Thereupon, he ordered ſome Wands to be brought 
him; which being done, he cut two Pieces of an equal 
Length, and very much alike, and made forked Ends to 
them. He defired us to-put a Piece of Gold under a Sheet 
of Paper upon the Table, and a Piece of Silver under 
another Paper; _— us, That by the Help of thoſe 
Wands, he would gueſs which was the Gold. I put upon 
the Table a Guinea under a Sheet of white Paper, and a 
Shilling under another ; but, like a Blockhead, I had 
put the Guinea under that next to our Philoſopher, ſo 
that he might well enough perceive it thro' the Paper, 
and the Shilling under the farthermoſt. However, I 
made ſhift very dextrouſly to convey away the Guinea 
into the Shilling's Place, and to ſubſtitute the Shilling in 
its Room. My Gentleman takes the Wands, places one 
in each Hand, with the Bottom againſt the Ball of his 
Thumb, and the two forked Ends leaning againſt one 
another; and_thus advancing between the Papers, the 
forked Ends conſtantly fell towards his own Side, where 
he thought the Guinea was. Having performed this Ce- 
remony thrice, and thrice met with the ſame Succeſs, he 
cry'd out, with good Aſſurance, 77, ibis, fancying it was 
the Gold. So ſaying, he took off the Sheet of Paper 
himſelf, and perceiving itwas the Shilling, he added, with 
a lower Voice, which betrayed his Confuſion, int the Sil- 
wer. You will eaſily gueſs at our Laughter upon this 
Occaſion, which, I do aſſure you, was very loud. The 
Philoſopher, being in the utmoſt Confuſion, endeavoured 
to vindicate his Wands of Divination, by alledging, That 
they turned on his Side, becauſe he had in his Pocket a 
Piece of Subſtance of the Philo/ophers Stone, which * 
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beyond Gold itſelf, and had even attrafted the Wands. 


The more he ſaid, the more he was laughed at. 
He went away, therefore, not a little angry; and thus 
I got rid of his Importunities, for I never ſaw him 
ſince.

Having entered upon theſe kind of Divinations, I can't 
forbear relating an Affair which befel me at that time. 
Two Pieces of Plate being mifling in my Houſe, Janine, 
who, I muſt needs ſay, was always very careful, was al- 
moſt out of her Wits for Fear ſhe ſhould never have them 
again. Her Suſpicion could fall upon nobody but the

I had perfectly in my Memory the 
Manner of keeping the Sciſſors fixed in the Hoop of the 
Sieve, and the Words which muſt be ſaid, as I had read 
in Agrippa. As we held up the Sieve by the Handles of 
the Sciſſors fixed in the Marks, each with our right 
Hand, I repeated the fix Words, and named, in the 
firſt Place, the Maid. Janine grew pale to ſee, that 
notwithſtanding all her Strength, the Sieve would turn 
by Jerks directly oppoſite to her Deſire.

The leaſt Mo- 
tion of the Hand, that is perhaps occaſioned by the Put- 
ſation of the Artery, will give a Force to. the Steve, 
which may appear hard to withſtand. I ſay thus much, 
to the end that thoſe who concern themſelves with theſe 
kind of Things, may not be deceived, if it ſhould ſo 
fall out, that-the Sieve turns the wrong way. | 

To return to my Affairs; I perſiſted in the Reſolution 
to go back into Holland; that Country having been too 
favourable to me, not to have gained all my Affection.

As I had placed divers Sums in the Exchequer, I 
went to receive the Intereſt of them, which comes there 
to a good third Part more than is paid in Holland.

I delivered my Tallies 
and Notes into the Hands of a ſure Friend, and ſold two 
rare Harpſecols, by which I cleared above 160 Pounds 
Sterling. Having afterwards diſpoſed of my Effecis 
and Moveables, the Tranſportation whereof would have 
been more Coſt than Worſhip, I ſet out with Janine, and 
it was not long before we arrived ſafe in Holland. I felt 
my Heart jump with Joy at our Arrival upon the Coaſts 
of that Country, Going without Delay to the Hague, 
there renewed my old Acquaintance, and procured 
new. Among the reſt, I was overjoyed to meet Count 
Gallas's Secretary there, whom I had known in London ; 
and as he is a Roman by Birth, and a Gentleman of Wit

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I was at firſt very irrefolate about the Courſe of Life 
ſhould take. I conſidered, that I had wherewithal to 
live very genteelly, and at my Eaſe; and therefore took 
' a Houſe to do ſo, in a Row of Gardens, one of which 
_ pretty enough to furniſh'out abundance of Pleaſure to 
a Man. . Ss 
Janine, however, was hy no means ſatisfy'd with that 
idle way of Living; which may be attributed to a fort 
of Greedineſs natural to her. She undertook to perſuade 
me to take a Coffee-houſe again, to which I was not 
without great Difficulty brought to conſent. The Reaſon 
was, becauſe my Antagoniſt Benachi had got a Concourſe 
of all the Perſons of Diſtinction: But yet I reflected, that 
as Change is as Sawce to thoſe Gentlemen of Leiſure, I 
might poſſibly bring them back to my Houſe. de 
That which moſt ſtaggered my Reſolution in this 
Point, was, That the Congreſs of Peace being opened at 
Utrecht, Benachi was gone thither, and had contracted 
with one who keeps a Coffee-houſe for two Rooms, which 
he furniſhed. Thus he became immediately in Vogue, 
and ſet up Tables for playing at Baſſet. However, the 
Burghers of Utrecht, who likewiſe ſold good Coffee, 
complained, That Foreigners ſet up and drove a Traffick 
there, contrary to the Orders of the Magiſtrates. | There- 
upon, the Magiſtrates, who are Men of great Wiſdom in 
that City, did not only forbid Benachi to ſell any thing for 
the future, but ſent him an Order to depart the Town. 
As that Fellow came and ſet up at the Hague on Purpoſe 
to traverſe my Deſigns, I frankly own 1 was not ſorry 
for what had befallen him upon this Occaſion : But I was 
concerned, that I had not myſelf kept my Burgherſhip of 
Utrecht, which I had renounced ; for in that Caſe 1 
might have ſettled there, and perhaps thriven as haſtily as 
I did at my firſt eftabliſhing myſelf at the Hague. As it 
was, however, in vain to think of any ſuch thing now, I 
looked out, in this laſt Place, for a Houſe fit for my 
Turn, and found one at length in the Middle of the 
Square called the Plain. It was formerly the Imperial 
Coffee-houſe, and has a large handſome Room proper for 
that Buſineſs. At the Solicitations of Fanine, I hired it, 
tho' dear, for the Space of ſix Years; and the Front

I muſt confeſs, I have Apprehenſions, That the Hague - 
being in a manner deſtitute of all the Miniſters, the Con- 
courſe of People will not be great: But upon certain Oc- 
caſions, we muſt fortify ourſelves with Reſolution, and 
leave ſome things to Chance. „ | 

While this Houſe is repairing, I have endeavoured to 
put myſelf in a way to get a ſmall matter. One of my 
Friends had given me a Commiſſion from London, to pur- 
chaſe ſeveral Toys in Holland, to the Value of 200 Gui- 
neas, or thereabouts. They were for a Songſtreſs of 
Bruſſels, who is under the Protection of a certain Earl. 
Having bought them myſelf, I ſent a Valet to London, to 
deliver them. As it was a Commiſſion, who would have 
doubted of the Succeſs of my Man's Voyage? for he had 
nothing to do, but to deliver the Goods, and to receive 
the Money for them. It is true, for my Pains in pro- 
curing them, I did think to have gained about a good 
Q-arter-part z but could hear no News of my Valet's 
Return, I was afraid, that having received the Money, 
he was tempted to run away with it. At laſt, however, 
I received a Letter from him, wherein he gave me to un- 
derſtand, he could not perſuade the Lady to take the 
Things I had entruſted him with; and, That at laſt the 
had declared to him, that ſhe would have none of them. 
Wherefore he deſired to know what he muſt do in this 
| Cale; for he had now been two entire Months in England. 
Whatever Subject I had of Vexation, becauſe the Valer's 
Journey and Abode in London colt me ſome Money, I 
thought it was better to have my Merchandizes, than to 
hazard the loſing them, or to give Credit for them, and 
ſo be obliged to ſpend two Months more in running fter 
the Money. In ſhort, therefore, I wrote to my Valet to 
return with my Eff-&s; for that I knew well enough how | 
to diſpoſe of them. My Deſign was to commit them to 
the Truſt of an honeſt German, who was going thro the 
Hague to ſee the Ceremonies of the Congreſs of Peace at 
Urrecht. Accordingly, about a Fortnight after I had 
written to my Valet as above, he returned, to my great

Joy ; for 'tis much better to have thoſe Things without 
Gain, than to loſe both the Profit and the Capital. And 


indeed, before a Month had paſſed, I diſpoſed of Part of 


them, by which if ] did not gain, at leaſt I was reim- 
burſed the Journey and Abode of my Valet at London. As 
for the reſt, I took the Reſolution to go over into England 


with them myſelf. That which induced me to under- 
take this Voyage, was, the Hope of making a fine

Pieces of Antwerp, fixed the Price at 1000 Crowns. I 
muſt not forget to tell you, That I ordered a Cale to be

While I was preparing for my Voyage into England, 
J. ne reviv'd her ancient Jealouſy upon the Score of my 
frequenting a certain Houſe, wherein: lived two pretty 
Girls without Father or Mother, They were not much 


burthened with Riches; and as I am naturally greedy of 


Gain, I muſt do myſelf the Juſtice to publiſh, that I am 
alſo naturally very charitable. I could produce a great 
Number of Examples of my Love towards my Neigh- 


bour ; but I muſt confeſs, it did not always proceed from | 


a pure Inclination to fulfil that Law of Nature. Janine, 
to whom both thoſe Qualities of mine. are thoroughly 
known, underſtanding that J had given ſome Money to 
thoſe two Wenches, to relieve their preſſing Neceſſities, 
entertained a Conceit, that I did not exerciſe that Liberality 
without certain Views. She durſt not, however, explain 
herſelf to me; and therefore fell foul on the Girls, ſaid 
a thouſand hard things to them, and threatened to have 
them put in the E/pinebuys, or Houſe of Correction, like 
Bridewell in London.

I deſired them to tell me ingenuouſly, 
waether the Tears I ſaw trickle down their Cheeks, and 
their Refuſal to admit me again into their' Houſe, were 
not occaſioned by ſome curſed Flight of Fanine. As they 
durſt make me no Anſwer, their Silence confirmed me in 
my Suſpicion. 'Thereupon, I intreated them not to con- 
ceal from me an Affair which ſo ſenſibly concerned me; 
and they confeſſed the whole Matter. Having taken my 
Leave of them, I returned home, and began to rattle Ja- 
nine as ſhe deſerved. I muſt obſerve to you, That thoſe 
two poor Girls were extremely honeſt, at leaſt as far as I 
know; for indeed I had put them to the Trial: But their 
Virtue, tho' contrary to my Inclinations, did not a little 
heighten my charitable Sentiments for them. I repre- 
| ſented to Fanine the Hatefulneſs of her fooliſh Jealouſy ; 
and told her, ſhe had fv frequently irritated me againſt her 
upon that Score, that I could no longer bear with ſuch 
Fits of her Frenzy.

The Counteſs was extremely ſurprized at this News, 
And continued for ſome time under the greateſt Conſter- 
nation; but at laſt. her Fear of the Provincial's takin 
' Notice of her Concern brought her to herſelf, and ſhe 
, Sextrouſly ſhifted the Diſcourſe to ſome other Subject, 


till he went away, and left her at Liberty to purſue her 
Reflections. 


She preſently gueſo d at the true Motive of my ſudden | 


Departure; and conſcious of her Charms, knew it was 
from them that I fled with ſo much Precipitation. This 
- was no ſooner thought of, than ſhe reſolved to puniſh my 
Flight, and only waited for an Opportunity to make me 
feel the utmoſt Effects of her Power. She had a Foſter-

abandon'a Lady of ſo much Wit, and who loved you ſo | 
tenderly ! Have Patience, reply'd the Lombard, and you -Y 
will ſoon wonder more at the Cruelty of my Fortune. 
Roſe found me at Pietra Santa, at a time when I en- 
joy'd a perfet-Tranquillity of Soul; and when, having 
diveſted myſelf of all Paſſions, I had devoted myſelf 
wholly to Study. I never went out; and the Convent, 
being without the Town, was very little frequented. 1 
was as private as I deſired to be, having always de- 
chined Preachmg, whatever Inftances were made to me, 
under Pretence-that I came thither only to ſtudy. In this 
Situation, it was one Day told me, that a young Her- 
mit deſired to ſpeak with me, and that he had a Letter 
which he was to deliver to me alone. I was preſently©* 
curious to know what this might be; and going to the 
Gate, I found indeed a young Friar with a black Beard, 
and cropt Hair, looking very demurely. Reverend Fa- 
tier, ſaid he, with an Air of great Submiſſion and Mo- 
deſty, I am ſent by our Community to conſult you on 
an extraordinary Accident that has lately happen'd to us:

Chamber, where I deſired him to fit down, and to- 
tell me what he had to ſay, he drew a Letter out of his 
Boſom, which while I was reading, he took off his 
Hood and his Beard, and expoſed the beautifulleſt Face, 
the faireſt Skin, and fineſt Eyes, that Nature ever form'd. -: 
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Doubly ſurpriſed with the Terms of the Letter, and 
the ſtrange Metamorphoſis before me, I was ſome time 
in doubt what to think or ſay.

This was a convenient Sum, and I reſolved to take it 
with me; but as the Prior of the Convent had one Key 
to the Cheſt, and myſelf another, it could not be open d 
without both were together; ſo that I was ſome time at 
a Loſs how to get at it; but at length Love furniſh'd me 
with an Invention, which was to make a Hole in the 
Bottom of the Cheſt, which with much labouring for 
two Nights together I did.

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Wife was extremely frighted, and asked the Miniſter, 
and our other Friends, who were then talking of this Af- 
fair, what would be done to the wicked Wretch ? He 
will be put to Death, anſwered they, in the ſame man- 
ner he would have murdered his Countryman and Fellow- . 
Friar. Holy Scripture pronounces his Sentence, where 


it directs Eye for Eye, Tooth for Tooth, &c. So, he 


will only have his Choice of the three Sorts of Death he 


would have inflicted on another; that is, either to be 


ſtabbed with the Dagger, ſhot thro' the Head with the 


Piſtol, or to ſwallow his own Poiſon. 


Notwithftanding the Reaſon I had to be glad of the 
Deſtruction of ſo dangerous an Enemy, Compaſſion pre- 
vailed over my Fears and Reſentment; and I remem-. 
bered, that the greateſt Sacrifice that we can make to God, 


is forgiving Injuries. I was ſo poſſeſſed with this Chri- 


ſtian Notion of Pardoning, that I forgot that I was then 
a Jeweller, and no longer a Preacher. I undertook to 


anſwer the Company; and as if I had been in the 
Pulpit, eftablifhed the divine Doctrine of Forgiving our 
Enemies, with the ſame Vehemence and Eloquence, as 


had formerly acquired me ſo much Reputation: So that . 


my Auditors began to ſuſpet I was another ſort of a 


Perſon than I had appeared to be, and perhaps was the 


very Man the Friar came to kill. 


With ſuch Reflections as theſe, the Company went 
away; but left my Wife and me under no ſmall Concern 
and Perplexity. We formed a hundred Projects for our 


Conduct, which fell to nothing as ſoon as made. We 


ſometimes thought of coming to live in Halland; but the 
Remembrance of our dear Country, and ſome ſecret Pre- - 
. Tage of ſomething yet to happen, forbad our removing ſo 
far from al. At length, we reſolved to ſtay at Geneva, 


and that I ſhould go to the Magiſtrates to beg their Pro- 
tection, and declare myſelf the Perſon who was ſought 


after to be murdered. This I did, and my Name being 
known, I was preſently diſtinguiſhed by the Honour my 


| Preaching had done me at home. They offered me Em- 
Ployment in the Church; but that I abſolutely refuſed, 


under Pretence that I had loſt all my former Ideas; tho

Nothing is more ſurprizing to me, than that, 
for ſixteen hundred Years, the Church, as well Greet as 
Latin, ſhould agree in Opinion, concerning the Euchariſt 
and Tranſubſtantiation; and at laſt; the Error - ſhould be 
revealed only to ſuch an one as Calvin. I do not under- 
ſtand neither, how a Woman can be capable of inter- 


preting the Holy Scriptures, and of judging and deciding

Then I paid her, and begged her to procure me a Chaiſe 
for Marſeilles; this the did, and 1 arrived at Marſeilles 
ſomething late at Night. 

The next Morning, I took a Poſt-Chaiſe for Lyons ; 
and without making Stay in any Town upon the Road, 


any longer than was neceſſary to reſt me, I purſued my 


Journey, and arrived at Utrecht, in nine Days from my 
Departure from Cioutat. 

I came home extremely altered and melancholy z. but 
Janine, wham I found in Tears, received me with inex- 
preſiible 'Tranſports of Joy: You have reſtored me to 
Life, ſaid that kind Girl; for if you had deferred 8 
a Week longer, you would have found me dead 
comforted her, and ſwore an inviolable Attachment to 


| her till Death: Then I told her all the Particulars of my 


Voyage: She begged mg to forget all that could * 
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Uneaſineſs; and we concerted Meaſures: to 80 and live * : 
Amſterdam. ; 

I found but little Likelihood of doing my Buſineſs at 
Utrecht, and therefore took a Reſolution: of removing to 
that Capital of Holland. 7 anine had in my Abſence pre- 
pared Liquors, of all Sorts, and had alſo made feveral 
Cheſts fall of Waſh-Balls of .an extraordinary Beauty and 
Roundneſs, ſuch as nobody elſe could come up to. 'Thus, 
with a Stock of about five or ſix Thouſand Livres, I ſet 
up in that great City, or rather in that Metropolis of the 
Commerce of the Univerſe ; for tis there one may find 
Merchants of every Nation in the World ; there Trade is 
not confined to any Species of Merchandize; z there one 
may ſee imported every thing that is valuable, either in 
Sea or Land ; In a Word, that City is a perpetual Pro- 
digy, and *tis the greateſt of Wonders to ſee ſo many 
People of different Countries and Religions, in a perfect 
Union, and agreeing all jn two Points, to be honeſt, and, 
to get Money. I fixed myſelf near the Exchange, the 
better to obſerve the Manners of the People, and to 
carry on my Buſineſs. The Novelty of my Drams, and 
the Excellency of my cool Liquors, ſoon brought a 
Crowd of People to my Hauſe : they came to me from 
every Part of the Town, and the Reception I gave every 
body, gained me an univerſal Eſteem. I apply'd myſelf 
particularly to the People of the Country, in order to 


gain Protectors, and omitted nothing to get into the 


good Graces of them and their Children. To this end, 
1 hired a Man who knew all the People of Faſhion in the 
Conntry, and had nothing to do, but to acquaint me, as 
they came in, with every one's Quality and Worth ; he 
likewiſe ſhewed me among the Strangers, who were 
worth regarding, and who not. 

My Memory was of very great Uſe to me; for I 
learnt not only the Names and Conditions of Perſons, but 
I was often informed of heir moſt ſecret Affairs, N 5 
of the amorous Intrigues of the young ones; belide, 7a 
xine underſtood the Low-Dutch pretty well, and repeated to 
me the moſt of what ſhe heard, tho both ſhe and 1 pretend-

The frequent Vifits I made this Gentle man did me 
harm, and made it be ſuſpected I was his Spy, and that 
I gave him an Account of what I had heard in my Coffer - 
Room. It. was not indeed the Hollanders who conceived: 
that Opinion of me, but a Troop of French Refugees, 
who, being uneaſy at leaving their Country, and ſeeing | 
_ themſelves in but little Eſteem in a Country where they 
— * as in oh N Foe anmwgns oy in Murmurs, . 
in forming s of the moſt extravagant Nature. 
The War was thy going to break ont with France - 
this I-learnt from two Officers, Germans by Nation, who 
were drinking Ratafia at my Houſe : The Diſcourſe ran 
en Lewis XIV's. accepting the Will of Charles II. King 
of Spain, in Favour of the Duke of Amjou; and the 
Event afterward proved, that theſe Gentlemens Politieks 
were very refined: As T was obliged to be perpetually 
moving from one Table to another, where Liquors were 
wanted, I could not attend to all that was ſaid : Beſide, I 1 
underſtand the German the leaſt of any Language; but 
the Subſtance of the Dialogue was as follows, and the 
Confirmation of every Particular ſhews there was ſome - 
thing in it more than natural. e e 
Do you think, Sir, faid one of them, that the French 
King was well adviſed in renouncing, as he has done, 
the Partition, and accepting the Will of Charles I. 
Could that clear-fighted Prince want Light in an Affair 
of ſuch Importance, on the Succeſs of which the Hap- 
pineſs of his Subjects, and the Glory of his Reign; de- 
pend? Does he in good earneſt believe, that Furope will 
ſee with an unjealous Eye the Union of the two power- 
fulleſt Monarchies in the World in one Family? Confider 
what will be the Strength of two ſuch Kingdoms united, 
which can never be exhauſted either of Men or Money's 
ſor my Part, I cannot believe, that the Powers 2 
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Of Signor RoZELLT. 135 
will be long idle, without - endea to annul this 
Union; and my Gueſs will fail me, if we don't ſoon 
ſee Europe involved in a War as violent and bloody as 
ever it was before. 

Many People are of Opinien, reply'd the other, that 

the Spaniards have only called France to the Sueceſſion, in 
order to diminiſh her ſuperior Strength, conſume her 
Treaſures, and deſtroy Millions of her People. I Was 
lately. at my Lord *****, Houſe in London, where I 
heard ſpeak of this Buſineſs.in a manner not at all to the 
Advantage of France; in ſhort, the Event will ſhew 
whether Lexis XIV. has not been ill adviſed, and 
whether he has not ſuffered himſelf to be dazzled wich the 
Splendor of that Monarchy, of which he thinks to diſpoſe 
abſolutely ; but the French will not find their Account in 
it, and I am pretty well aſſured, that every Step they 
make in Spain will be. one toward their Ruin. I know 
that Nation, having had Leiſure to ſtudy their Humour, 
while I was learning my Exerciſes at Paris; and it is cer- 
tain, that no People in the World excel them in the polite 
Arts, or know better the Rules of Civility; but it is a8 
certa in, that their Arrogance is inſupportable; and by 
their preſumptuous Affe n of Superiority over all 
Mankind, they draw upon them the Envy even of thoſe 
who can hardly imitate them. 

Tias happy for the World, that the French-are without 

Reflection, and that with a great deal of Wit they have - 
no Judgment ; if they had that, joined with their agree- 
able Perſons, genteel Air, and a very ſubtle Ingenuity, 
they would gain an univerſal Conqueſt oven Mens 
Hearts; and that would ſoon be followed by the Monar- 
cay of the World: It ſeems an Effect of Providence, to 
give that Nation ſuch a Genius, as carries in itſelf an 
Allay to its own Charms: But to return to this Will, and 
the Acceptation of it, I cannot but think it a great Miſ- 
fortune to Fance; and before the Year is out, you will 
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Holland to ſee Faſhions. I had a mind to know more of 
them, and therefore took care to inſinuate myſelf into 
their Favour by a moſt. obliging Behaviour, and by ſerv- 
ing them always with the beſt of Lĩiquors. 
They took Notice of my Application to them; and 
coming every Day to my Houſe at a time when my 

Rooms had no great Crowd in them, they began to 
reliſh my Converſation, and to put an entire Confidence 
in me: Twas then they foretold me what would happen 
ten Years after. You will ſee, ſaid they, Signor Roze/li, 

the moſt flouriſhing Monarchy of theWorld wither almoſt 
to the Root; and whatever Advantage France may gain 
in the Beginning of War, the Confederacy of the Princes 
of Europe againſt her will never end but in her Ruin. This 


Accident of the Spaniſb Succeſſion is one of the Strokes 


of Providence to abate the Pride of exorbitant Power. 
France, which for fifty Years paſt, has given Laws to all 
Europe, will now fall ; now, when ſhe is joined with 
her old Rival Spain. Surely, God derides the Vanity 
of Men, and laughs, if we may be allowed the Expreſ- 
ſion, at all their Grandeur; which riſes like a Smoke, 
ſpreads itſelf, and becomes nothing. Keep what we tell 
you in your Mind; and take Notice, that France will 
not be able of a long time, to recover from the Miſeries 
which the Juſtice of God is preparing for her. Lewis XIV. 


_ ſhall ſee War, Diſtempers, and Famine, at once raging 


in his Dominions ; he ſhall ſee the almoſt total Extinction 
of his own Family before his Death; and his Subjects 


will be reduced to the laſt Extremity, by Events as unex- 
pected as they will be incredible to Poſterity. How ſoon 


all this will happen, we cannot tell; our Art does not 
extend ſo far.

me at my firſt ſetting up at Amſterdam, being ſatisfied, 
my Trade began to decreaſe, there being a Thonfand 
little Coffee houſes and Brandy: ſhops ſet” up by French 
Refugees; and what gave me more Uneaſineſs was, that 
daily ſaw new Faces, who ſeem'd to come only to ob- 


ſerve, and examined me ſo attentively, that a leſs ſuſpi-

My Defipn, 
my dear Colli, was to get you choſen at his Death in his 
Room; for there are but ſeven of them, and each has 
the Power of naming his Succeſſor : They hold their Af- 
fembly at the Foot of Mount Sinai; there the Angels 
and Intelligences who are the neareſt to the Throne of 
God, aſſiſt at their Conferences, and teach them ineffable 
Secrets and Myſteries.

J felt a great Pain, and knew not of what Conſequence

Mankind to ruin and deſtroy them. Nature, as. I fad 
before, is ſimple, and acts by the plaineſt Methods; 
whoever has attained to that happy Simplicity, knows - 
Nature, and may imploy her Productions with Succeſs. . 
But why thould I talk to you of Things above your Un- 
derſtanding ? "You defire to ſee your Child the nextnew - 
Moon; you ſhall have that Satisfaction; and if he is

I asked Janine, if ſhe knew the Man? T have ſeen 
him, faid ſſie, formerly talking to Tereſa; and Fknew him

every Moment, and he comes hither four or five times a 
Day. This Man, faid I, is a Rogue, and is employ'd 
by the greateſt Villain in the World to make away with

ſome other Talk, we fell upon the Times. Sir, ſaid 
he to me, you have beer ut the Hague ſome time, and 
no doubt have heard a great deal of Talk concerning the 
Succeſs of the preſent War; and that France, that ſo 
flouriſning Kingdom, which * Laws to all Europe, of 
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likely to be the Spoil of Princes far inferior to its own 


King. This is the common Diſcourſe here; but I fan- 


cy they ſell the Skin before they have caught the Bear, 
and that all that the Confederate Princes can do, will 
only ſerve to make the Power of France more known. 
I ſeem, in this, not to ſpeak as a good Portyguexe ought 
to do; but I cannot help telling my real Sentiments : 
But there is a ſtrange kind of a Refugee Gaſcon, that 
ledges in the, ſame Houſe with me, and calls himſelf the 
Chevalier Cornicolle: He is for laying any Wager, that 
France will be reduced to the laſt Extremity in a Year's 
time: We have lodged ſome time together; and tho” 
he's an intolerable huffing, bragging, lying Vapourer, 
in ſhort, a true Gaſcar, we agree well enough in every 
thing, but this Point; and 1 could bear well enough 
with him, but that he follows me about every-where, 
teazing me on this Head, ſo that I ſhould have quarrell'd 
a hundred times with him, if I had not pity'd his Age 
and Folly. | | . 

I anſwer'd my Portagneme in his way, and we were 
diſplaying all our Politicks, when the Chevalier came in. 
Hey ! ſaid he, in his Gaſcon Tone, give me a Gallon 
of Tea to waſh my Guts, and drive down the Fumes of 


a Debauch I made laſt Night with three beautiful Wo- 


men: Quick, quick ! *{pl---d.! what f does nobody hear?” 


Z--—ds, I have more Letters to write than all the Inten- 
dants of France, and have not ſo much as dated one of 
them. D----me, I believe your Fire is frozen; what! 


ſhall I ne'er be ſerv'd? Oh, ten thouſand Millions of 
D----ls take me, if they had made me ſtay a Quarter of 
this Time at any Coffee-houſe in Baurdeaux, I'd have 
thrown the Scoundrels, with their Houſe, and all their 
damn'd Equipage, out at Window, and made em know 
what it is to deal with Men of my Quality. 10 
Janine was ſurprined at all theſe Rhodomontades, and 
came out of the Bar to pacify him. Sir, ſaid ſhe, it is 
very early yet, and our Servants going to Bed very late, 
are but juſt up, fo that we have not a Fire lighted 3 but 
be pleaſed to have a little Patience, and you ſhall have 
your Tea preſently. He ſeem'd a little ſatisfy'd ; but 
ſeeing me talking with Dom Joan, By Gog, ſays he, 
. | 3 
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you are very mannerly, to ſeb me hers theſe fe Hours, 
and take no Notice of ma: Ho what! are 
vou aſleep? Tis the Chevalier Cornicolle ſpeaks to you 
can't you hear? Ves, Chevalier, ſaid Dem Ong” 1 *r 
you; but we are talking about Buſineſs. © 

I could not forbear laughing at his Bluſters; however, 
I aid to him, Pray, Sir; be à little eaſy; the People of 
this Country don't love Noeiſe. "Noiſe!" God tale me! 
do I make a Noiſe ? Pm as mute as a'Piſh, and as quiet 
as a Lamb: I never inſult any body; but when Tam 
provoked, the Stars are not half ſo elevated as my gene- 
rous Expreions. To let you ſee how gentle I am, 
here's this honeſt Portuguexe, this Dam Joan, gad, I be- 
lieve he's a Penſioner to the King ef Prance :* He and 1 
have been theſe three Weeks in a perpetual Contro 
about the preſent War: He is always extolling the 
the Piety, the Riches, and good Fortune of Lewis 2 
Grand, and that ſo many Enemies only ſerve to increafe 
his Glory; whereas I, whe, to my Misfortune, was 
born a Frenchman, doiver; ſuſtain; and maintain, that 
in two Years time his Kingdom ſhall no more be talk*d 
of in the World, on: that of Tones ; what think you, 
Signor? 

He ran on in this Strain for an n till at laſt Com- 
pany beginning to come in, my two Gentlemen went 
away with a great Burſt of Laughter, that ſarprized me. 

I went, according to Cuſtom, that Evening to bers, 
and found them both in the beſt Humour in — World. 
What's become of your Dom Joan, ſuid they 3 and how 
did you get rid of your impertinent Gas I was fur- 
prized at the Queſtion, and could not anſwer: What! 
ſaid they, do you ſuffer Folks to inſult you and your Ser- 
vants in your.own Houſe ? Then they repeated all that 
had paſs'd in the Morning, and 1 found it was they who 
had been the Actreſſes of that Comedy. I could not but 
laugh with them at the Trick, and acknowledge that I 
did not know them: But, aid I to Tereſa, it Tanin 
had known you, ſhe would never have let you go from 
her; for ſhe loves you moſt violently, and fighs conti- 
nually after her dear Tereſa. I cannot comprehend how 


. ſuch Paſſion can ariſe between two Perſons 2 
me 
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ſame Sex. I am not ſurprized at it at all, reply'd Te- 


reſa; for I was Witneſs to an Event in my Country, 
which leaves me no room to doubt of what: you! 44 O 
difficult to be believed. 

Two young Women of our Parts ee 8 a 
Love one for the other, that they ſwore not only never 
to part during Life, but alſo to accompany one another 
in Death. The World was amazed to ſee them never 
aſunder; they conſtantly eat and lay together, and wore 


the ſame kinds of Cloaths; and this Union went ſo far, 


that the young Fellows (+ hom they could not endure) 
began to be malicious, and to ſay that one of them muſt 
needs be a Man diſguiſed, or at leaſt of that ſort of Wo- 
men who are ſcandalous for the Commerce they have 
with their own Sex. They were ſo much talk'd of, that 
their Parents were reſolv'd to put an End to ſuch Diſ- 
courſes, and, willing or not, to marry them. One of 


the two was forced to yield to the Violence that was uſed 


with her; and notwithſtanding all her Intreaties to leave 


her at Liberty, her Lover and the Notary were prepared 
to paſs the Marriage-Contrat. When ſhe ſaw there was 


no farther Reſiſtance to be made, ſhe caſt a melancholy 
and deſperate Look at her Father; and fighing, ſaid, 
Cruel Father! does your having been the Author of my 
Life, give you a Right to take it away too? And you, 
Sir, who are ſo earneſt to be my Husband, think not 
ever to have that Satisfaction: I will ſign, but I take 
you all to witneſs who are preſent, that tis to my Sen- 
tence of Death. Then with the ſame Hand that held 


the Pen, ſhe put ſomething - into her Mouth, which was 


of ſo quick an Operation, that ſhe fell dead upon the 
Paper in writing her Name. They thought at firſt it 


was only a Fit, and endeavour'd to recal her Spirits by 


all ſorts of Applications; but ſhe was gone, and the Poi- 
ſon had had its Effect in a Moment. % 

At the Noiſe of this Accident, which alaruk d all the 
Town, her Friend ran, and throwing herſelf upon the 
dead Body, after ſhe had endeavour'd to.recal her by a 


thouſand tender Expreſſions, being but too ſure of her 


Death, ſhe held her in her Arms for the Space of ſome 
Minutes, and then expired by the. ſame Poiſon. This 
| ſtrange 
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ſtrange Sight frighten d all the Spectators, and every one 
reaſon'd upon it according to his Ideas; but to prevent 
any Purſuits: of Juſtice, they made it paſs for the Violence 
of Love, and the two Bodies were buried in one Coffin. 

For my part, ſaid Eher, I can never have any ching 
more than Eſteem for my own Sex; that is a Paſſion 
which cauſes no Inquietude; and I can ſee, without any 
Pain, my She-friend as happy as I would defire to be 
myſelf. The Men, however, accuſe us all, reply'd Te- 
reſa, of bearing a ſecret Envy to our beſt Friends; but 
they are Impoſtors, and only invent thoſe Calumnies on 
our Sex, to cover their own Follies and Baſeneſs. What 
ſay you, Signor Roxelli? You are a Man of Judgment, 
a Philoſopher, and an honeſt Man; at leaſt, I have al- 
ways taken you for ſuch. You know me perfectly 
well, Madam, reply'd I; for I have always oppoſed 
the general Sentiments of Men, with regard to your 
Sex. Ah! cry'd Tereſa, I wiſh I could once hear you 
declaiming on that Subject; for I never knew a Man in 
my Life, who did it in good earneſt. I will do it now, =_ 
reply'd I; and you ſhall hear a Syſtem, which, if pu- = 
bliſh'd, would ſeem very ridiculous to certain Gentlemen =_ 
in the World. | g | i 
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EOPLE have been divided extremely in their Opi- | 
nions about Women; and there is hardly any . 
Country, where they are not either very much eſteem'd; 
or greatly deſpiſed. Man, who had the Right of El- 
derſhip in the Creation, immediately ſeiz'd on that Autho- 
rity, which ſeem'd to be given him by God in Gene/s, 
He ſhall rule over thee. And this has ſo confirm'd Men 
in the Opinion, that God gave them the whole Earth 
for their Inheritance, that in the Eat, where this Pre- 
cept was given, the Women have ever ſtyled the Men, 
their Lords and Maſters, The Jews, who pretend to 
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beths unclendelt Nation-in the World: aud ate fo in BE 


fe, invented certain Marks of Servitude, to keep their 
Women in Submiſſion and Reſpect; and among their 
fineſt Ornaments; they mix'd the Tokens of a pom 
Slavery. Hence aroſe the Chains and Bracelets, — 
Boring of their Ears, which uſed to be done to all 
Slaves; and however ornamental the Dreſs of that Sex 
was, Men always diſdain'd to wear it, as being the Di- 
ſtinction of an inferior Creature. The common Opinion 
then being, that Men were made to command, and hay- 
ing receiv'd their Empire immediately from the Hands of 
God, a great many perſuade themſelves, that Women 
were only aſſociated with them, to obey them: But they 
' ought not to miſtake the Word Obedience; for Men 
mult not think, that they have a deſpotic Power over the 
other Sex, like what they have over other Creatures. 
The Obedience of Women regards only the Duties of 
Generation; for if we look well into Gene/fs, we ſhall 
find, that they were obliged to this Obedience, after God 
had ſaid, She ſhall bring forth Children auith Pain: Now 
there is no Woman would:expoſe herſelf to ſuch mortal 
Pains, if ſhe was not obliged to it by this Law, which 
was given to the firſt Woman ; and the general Law of 
Providence concerning the Propagation of the Species, 
would have been violated, if this Precept of Submiſſion 
in the Woman had not preceded it. "LIN 

It is then certain, that a Woman is only the Servant 
and Slave of her Husband on this Occaſion. In other 


reſpects ſhe ought be look'd upon as his Companion, and 


Part of himſelf; and indeed we find them in many things 
not inferior to ourſelves. We have ſeen Women in all 
Ages excel in Politicks, and the Art of Government; 
and their Dominion has been many times preferr'd to that 
of Men. In Sciences, ſuch as have meddled with them, 
have arrived to the higheſt Perfection. But above all, 


it is to them we owe all the Politeneſs, Neatneſs, Fa- 
ſhions, and good Behaviour, which conſtitute the Pleaſures 


of a Civil Life. Their Manners are milder, their 
Voices and Ways of Speaking more agreeable ; and in 
ſhort, they have a certain Excellence, which Nature has 
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not enjoy. 
Thoſe Men that. are no Friends to the Sex, and who 


ſearch even the Scriptures for frightful Deſcriptions of 


Women, will, without doubt, ſay I am partial; but L 
muſt tell them, I only do Juſtice. It-is not that I be- 
lieve that Women have fewer Faults or Vices than Men. 
We are equally the Children of the firſt unhappy Pair; 
but I don't know, why the Vices of Women ſhould 
ſhock us more than our own; unleſs it is, becauſe we en- 
tertain an Opinion, that they ought to be more modeſt 
and temperate than ourſelvgs : Born, as we think they 
are, only to the domeſtick Part of Life, we are ſur- 
prized, when we ſee them deviate from thoſe Duties, as 
we are, when aMan deſcends to thoſe Meanneſles, which 
are properly in the Province of Women. And indeed, 
the Diſtribution of diſtin Offices to each Sex, is the 
Worls of Providence, to keep the World in Order; for 
if Women were to neglect the bringing up of their 
Children, and Men the Obligations of ſocial Life, all 
would be in Confuſion; but then we ought to allow, 
that Women are as praiſe-worthy, and as much to be 
reſpected for thoſe Virtues which are proper to them, as 
Men for theirs. 


1 ancient Romans were of thisOpinion, and Wales | 


as they were, of all the Politeneſs and Power in the 
World, diſdain'd not to call their Women their other 
Half: And, indeed, there every Woman was a Roman, 
and poſleſs'd. all the Virtues of the greateſt Heroines be- 
fore them. We read, indeed, in tue holy Wriings, of 
a Deborah and a Fudith ; ; in the Mirian Hiſtory, of a 
Semiramis, of an Artemiſia; and a Sappbo, in the Greek : 


But it was the Romans only that had their Lucretia c, 
their Portia s, their Cornelia s, their Arria's, and their 


Clelia's ; who ſignalized themſelves as Romans, as Mo- 


thers, and as Wives, and who, there is no doubt, would 
have been. as illuſtrious for every manly Virtue, had 


Cuſtom left them room to ſhew themſelyes.. 

How brutiſh then are thoſe Men that treat them ill, 
defenceleſs, as they are, againſt Violence! Nor is it leſs 
baſe, to inſult them for the Uſe of thoſe Arts, which the 

| You, is - — ill 
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ill Practices of Men make neceſſary to them. We tax 
them with being cunning, malicious, inconſtant, and, 
above all, with an Incontinency of Tongue in Matters 
of Secrecy; while, at the ſame time, we make our 
Boaſt of our own Infidelity and Villainies. But are Men 

emſel ves leſs various in their Tempers? Or are they 


more ſincere and faithful where they are truſted? The 
Women complain of this in them, and not without Rea- 


fon; for can any thing be more indiſcreet than a Fop, 
or more vain and ſcandalous than the common Diſcourſe: 
of young Fellows? A Woman never talks of the Faults 


ſhe has committed, unleſs the Perfidy of her Seducer 


Forces her to it. We blame them for thoſe Actions we 
ourſelves ſolicit them to, and infult them for thoſe 
Weakneſſes which are owing only to our Temptations. 
This indeed is the Reverſe of good Senſe and Honeſty, 
but is undeniably true, and partly 


vereſt Penalties on 7 Debauchees, who acted in this 
manner, we ſhould have another fort of Eſteem for the 
Sex. But we think it enough, that Women are warn'd 
to guard 1 the firſt Approaches, and not to give any 
Car to you 


other Sex; how imperceptibly we inſinuate into their 


Graces; and how ready we are to take hold of all 


the Advantages their Ignorance, Innocence, or Curioſity, 
gives us over them; and then we muſt agree, that ſhe 
muſt have an angelical Spirit, or at leaſt an extraordinary 
Share of Grace and Virtue, who can forbear giving into 
the Snares laid for them. The firſt Woman had, no 
doubt, more Knowledye and Fortitude than any of her 
Pofterity; yet, the Cunning of the Tempter prevail'd, 
and engaged her in an Action which entail'd Miſery and 
Imperfection on all her Iſſue. . | 


Eſther and Tereſa thank'd me for the advantageous: 
Idea I had of their Sex; and told me, if all Men were 
of my Opinion, the World would be much happier than 
it is, I deſired them not to ſurprize me any more in Diſ- 

guiſe, and they promiſed me they would not: But they 
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proceeds from the Im- 
-punity of ſuch Actions; for if the Laws inflited the ſe- 


g Fellows. In Anſwer to this, let us only 
conſider, how artful Men are in their Attacks upon the 
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after, Tereſa came in the Habit of au old Mumper, and 


acted it fo well, that I was as much deceived as the firſt 


time. She came in the Morning, while Katharine was 


lived with me, contracted a particular Familiarity with 


that Maid, had learn'd all the Secrets of her Life : 80 
| pretending to be à Fortune-teller, ſhe had given the 


Wench fo many Particulars of her paſt Life, beſide ſome 


good Fortune ſhe told her was to come, as really ſur- 
prized and frighten'd her. I came down in the mean 


time, and hearing the Dialogue, made one among them, 
and was ſo taken with the old Woman's Repartees and 
Humour, that I offer'd. to take her in, and keep her; 
but ſhe in a very comical manner refuſed, and told me, 
the World was very cenſorious, and would be apt to 


judge amiſs of her Honour; ſo begging a little Bottle of 


Ratafia, which I very readily gave her, ſhe went away. 
When I went in the Evening, according to Cuſtom, 
to Ef bers, they ſhew'd me my Bottle of Rataſia, and 
Tere/a repeated the whole Converſation between us. I 
then knew, that ſhe was the old Woman; but how the 


Duce, faid I, do you make yourſelf fo little? for you 
| ſeem'd a Foot ſhorter than you are now. Well, you 


ſhall deceive me no more; for Il examine the Cabala 


every Morning what will happen to me the Day. You 


need not give yourſelf that Trouble, d Efther; we 
have tony with our Comedies; „ — any 
more, we will give-you a Sign that you ſhall know us by, 
and ſhare in our Diverſion. 51 
Thus I paſs'd my Time, till an Accident happen'd, 
that interrupted for a while all my innocent Pleaſures: A 
Man fell down for dead in my Coffee-Room, and of a 
ſadden ſwell'd up extremely: All that ſaw it were afto- 
niſhed, and immediately look d upon my Houſe as a 
dangerous Place. For my part, I was ſo amazed, that 
I ſtood motionleſs, and as if I had been turn'd into 
Stone; but Janine had more Preſence of Mind, and 
ran immediately to my Cloſet, and brought a Counter- 
poiſon, which having given him to ſwallow, he imme- 
diately vomited up a . Poiſon; ſoon after he came 
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did not keep their Words; for about five or fix Days 


opening the Coffee-Room; and ſhe having, while ſhe * 
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to himſelf, and the firſt thing he did was to complain af 
the Aſſiſtance we had given him. 


In the mean time this Accident made a great Noiſe i in 
the Hague, and I was adviſed to fend for the Magiſtrates 
to. take the Depoſition of this Wretch. They came 
preſently, and examining him, he confeſs'd, without be- 
ang .preſs'd to it, that he had poiſon'd himſelf, and had 
choſen that kind of Death, as having leſs Horror in it 
than a Piſtol or Knife; that he had compoſed the Poiſon 
himſelf, which was of ſuch a Nature, that whoever took 
it could not eſcape Death, whatever Remedies were ap- 
Ply'd; that he left the World, becauſe he was weary of 
it, and found nothing in it worthy of him, and not be- 
cauſe he wanted any thing; for his Eſtate was ſufficient 
to afford him every thing that could be bought with Mo- 
ney: But that having taſted of all ſorts of Pleaſures, and 
enjoy'd all ſorts of Company, he had found nothing in 
them that could render him truly happy; that he had 
Found nothing but Self. intereſt in his Friends, Inconſtan- 
cy and Treachery in his Miſtreſſes, in great Men an in- 
tolerable Pride and Vanity, in the lower Sort Diſhoneſty, 
and in the Poor an extreme Lazineſs; in ſhort, nothing 
Jolid, nothing good in the World, but perpetual Contra- 


dictions and Quarrels- about the cleareſt and moſt intelli- 


gible Points: That all theſe Imperfections had given him 
an Averſion to the World, and had made him take the Re- 
ſolution to quit it voluntarily, and paſs to another, where 
his Rep oſe would never be interrupted by Impertinence or 


Vice. Then, ſaid he, we ſhall have new and incorruptible 


Bodies given us; eur Senſes ſhall not de ſubject to Error,

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I would have perſuaded him to have other Sentiments; 
but in the midſt of my Exhortation, s his Thumb 
in his Mouth, and then ſtaring for ſome wy — wildly upon 
me, he expired before our Eyes, without any Poſſibility 
of bringing him back again. We drew his Thumb out 
of his Mouth, and found the Nail of it very long and 
black, and fill'd with a kind of Opiate; we mix d ſome 
of this in Broth, and gave it to a Dog, which fell down” 


inſtantly, and died: All theſe Proofs, together with the

Thus I was 
quit of this ugly Buſineſs for the Fright, and a little 
Diſadvantage I underwent in People's Opinions at firit 3 
but the Story was afterward told, with all its-true Gies | 
cumſtances, and every thing ſet to rights c = 

When at my next Viſit I gave Eber and Tereſa 3 an A- 
count of the Matter, they were almoſt frighten' d to- 
Death, and we all bleſs'd God, that it had hurt nobody 
bat the Wretch himſelf. Ihen ſpeaking of the abomi- 
nable Syſtem of this Fanatick, I took occaſion from the 
Attention Tereſa lent me, to talk- to her of Religion 3 
and I proved fo forcibly; that there was none other 
agreeable to the Word and Will of God, but that which 
is profeſs'd by the Church of Rome, chat I found I had 
made an A r on che ON * hats thoſe amiable: 
Women. 

The next Morning Tele came to my Houſe i in i: 
Gaſcoign Dreſs, and having ask'd to ſpeak with me, and 
made Herſelf Jnown to me; I took her into my Cloſer, - 
and order'd my Servants, if I v4s ask'd for, to. ſay, 1 
was not at home. When we were alone, ſhe ſaid, You 
remember, Sir, no doubt, your Diſcourſe of laſt Night.

I join d in 
the Converſation, and began the Elogium of that great 
Prince; I told them, the States never had ſo complete a 
General, the Allies ſo generous a Friend, the Fl io 
great and magnanimous a King, or the French — dread- 
ful and brave an Enemy. The Air I pronounced this 
Panegyrick with, engaged ſeveral Exg/; Lords and- 
Gentlemen to me, of whom I made a 5 Advantage, 
not by ſelling them damaged and muſty Snuff, as the 
Editor of wy former Memoirs has falſly pretended, but 
by the ſurpriſing Quantity of Liquors they took of me 
for I had fix People conſtantly at work in preparing Cor- 
dial Waters, Roſa Solis, and other Liquors, to which. 1 
gave ſeveral extraordinary Names, and aſſured them they 
were ſent me from Lay. Beſides this, I made ſeveral 
Sorts of Paſlilles, which ſurpaſſed in Delicacy, and the 
Exquiſiteneſs of their 9 — thoſe which Portngal ſo- 
much boaſts of. I could not make enough to ſatisfy. the 
Demands of the E:g/jþ6 Gentlemen, as well as Dutch; 
and I ſhall not exceed the Truth, if I fay 1 clear'd a. 
thouſand Piſtoles every Year, all Charges paid; and to 
this Commerce with People of Quality, the Curioltes 
in my Cloſet did not a ale eontribute. 
I had a Cabaliſtick Watch, which ſnew'd the lucky or | 
unlucky Hour; I had ſeveral Sorts of Liquors, which con- = 
geal'd when I mix'd them ; others thar aſſumed extraor- b | 
dinary Colours at the Approach of a Lamp, and others 11 
that exhaled a thick Smoak without diminiſhing. TI had- | 
Glaſſes fill'd with different Eſſences, in which, by means“ H 
of a Microſcope, I ſhew'd ſeveral ſorts of Trees bearing 1 
Bloſſoms and Fruit. I had ſeveral moving Figures, | 
which walk'd, ſaluted one another, and anſwer'd With a- 
Nod of the Head to the Queſtions I ask'd. I had a 
Baſſo-relieve, which I call'd the Oracle of Truth. You 
ask'd it a Queſtion; and then putting your middle 
Finger in the Mouth, if the Thing was true, you took. 
* out again without Difficulty; if not, you felt your. 
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Finger hurt, and could hardly draw it back again. All 


thoſe Machines were wrought with abundance of Art; 


for, when I had invented them, I had a German, an in- 


comparable Work man, to execute my Ideas. But that 


which was moſt ſurprizing among my Curioſities, was a 
ſpherical Looking-glaſs, which ſeem'd to take the Ob- 
jects from a Picture, and give them a Motion in the 
middle of the Room, as if they had been ſo many 


Spectres or Phantoms. I had Wind and Water Engines, 


which ſurprized all that ſaw them: One Figure that blew 
out a Candle, and another that inſtantly lighted it. In 


a Moment the Room was three Foot deep in Water, 


and the next, it all evaporated, and fell again in an 


odoriferous Miſt. I had two or three Machines, that by 


the Help of Wind gave me a perfect Concert of fix In- 
ſtruments. In a Word, my Cabinet paſs'd for one of 
the moſt curious in Europe, with all Gentlemen who had 
travell'd and ſeen the moſt complete. 

The Engliſß Gentlemen who were my Cuſtomers, 


were Perſons of great Merit and Diſtinction, and paid 


me very generouſly for what they bought of me. This, 


with what my Couſin had given me, made me a money'd 


Man; but, with all this, I was not contented, and I 


found that it was not the Riches of this World that could | 


ſatisfy my Deſires. 


Upon the Death of the King of Spain, and of King 


William, Things had changed Face in Europe. ANNE, 
the Daughter of King James, and Wife to Prince 
George of Denmark, ſat on the Britzh Throne. The

EI ber $3 but ſhe came to ſee me in the Diſguiſe of Dom 
Forn da Silvan; nobody knew her in the Houſe; thougk 
the ſometimes talk'd with my Servants, particularly with t 
Fanine, The Morning after my Diſcourſe with Tereſa, 
Efther came to me, and ſaid, I dont know, my Dear, 
what is the Matter with our Friend; but I have found 
her conſtantly of late either in Tears, or a deep Melan- 
choly; and as there is nothing but a Wainſcot between 
her Chamber and mine, I hear her ſigh all Night, and 


ſometimes cry out, Go God, what <vil: becomerof 'me f 


When I would know the Reaſon of her Sorrow, ſhe an- 


ſwers me only with Tears, or deſires me not to preſs her 
to tell what has occaſion'd that Change in her Humour. 


I then told Efher all that had paſs'd between Jereſa and 
myſelf in our laſt Converſation ; and that T'believ'd that - 
ſhe, who had a great Share of Underſtanding and good 
Inclinations, had been touch'd with what I had ſaid? 
Alas! ſaid Efther, why was not I preſent at this Con- 
verſation? Would not you be glad to fee me in the way - 
of Salvation? Pray let me once hear you on that Head 
I am a ſincere Few; but if I could be convinced that 
Feſus Chriſt i is the Meſſiab we expect, I would ſoon re- 
nounce a Law that could not juſtify me: But make uſe 
of your utmoſt Strength of Argument; for I am very - 
firm on the Holineſs, and eternal Duration, of Meets 
Law; and I flatter myſelf, I ſhall be able to diſpute 
againſt you in ſuch a manner, as to make you * 
of the Superſtitions of Chriſtianity. 

We appointed the next Sunday ſor our Conferente ; ; 
and the Saturday Night I went and lay at Efber's. The

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fible. Alas! what can I reply? faid ſhe; you have faid 
all; and if to believe in Jes Chrift is a Crime in my 
Religion, I am already very. guilty. Tf could not 
— her Joy, but ran with open Arms, and embraced 
her paſſionately; call'd her her, dear Siſter; and mingling 
their Tears together, it ſeem'd like a Dew that was to 
their Hearts for the Reception of Abundance of 
ne Favours. 

I * it was now time to finiſh the Converſation, 
and l turn d the Diſcourſe to Affairs of the Times, telling 
them the News I heard at my Coffee-houſe ; but nothing 
touch'd them, they took no Notice of any thing, but 
remain'd penfive: Dinner was fery'd up, and never Meal 

{s'd with greater Silence. I then promiſed God in my 

rt, that if his Grace wrought with Efficacy on thoſe 
two Perſons, I would confine myſelf to a Deſart, and 

weep for my Sins all the reſt of my Days. 
- When I return'd home in the Evening, I found Fa- 
nine buſy in preparing ſome Liquors for an Eng/zfp Lord, 
who: had beſpoke three Casks. This Lord came ſoon 
after, and I being pretty free with him, he told me the 
Affair of Hecktade with ſuch a kind of Tranſport, as 
ſhew'd him to be mightily affected with it. The next 
Morning the whole Town ſeem'd to be mad with Joy; 
and 1 never beſore ſaw io many Follies as were then com- 
mitted by the French Refugees. One of them, with an 
Air of Prophecy, told me, That in a little time their 
Temples would be rebuilt in France, and the Walls 
ecmented with the Blood of the Papiſts. He knew, no 
doubt, of the Defign of the Fanaticks in the oth pap 
and the Event has ſhew'd, that it was not ill concerted. 
I was ſurprized at the InaQtivity of the French, and 


that while the King kept in his Pay five or fix hundred 


thouſand Men to defend his Country from Strangers, he 
took no care to remedy an Evil, which, though ſmall 
in its Original, might cauſe a terrible Combaſtion in his 
Kingdom. It puzzled the Politicians to think on it; 
and ſeveral were of Opinion, that the King's Counſellors 
were Penſioners to the Enemy, and cared not what be- 
came of their Country, ſo they could but enrich them- 


ſelves. This inteſtine War in France was a Werk.of | 
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the moſt refined Pol iticles; and if the Fanaticks had had - 
Prudence enough not to have made Religion directly ' 
their Pretence; if. they had not been fo brutal in their 
Proceedings, nor had exerciſed ſuch unexampled and un- 
heard-of Cruelties, without reſpe& to Age, Sex, Rank, 
er Character; if they. had made uſe of ſome other Pre- 
text, ſuck as ſuppreſſing the Inſolence of the Partiſaus, 
Se. France have ſuffer'd n Revolution the moſt 
sftoniſhing that ever was heard of. No Week paſs d, 
but fome printed Relation was publiſm'd of the Murders 
and Rapine the Camiſarr exerciſed on the Catholicks. I 
took care to buy. the Paper, and carried it to Eber and 
Tereſa to read. One Day, as I was reading of theCruel-- 
ties the Rebels had uſed on the Marquis 4 ——, and 
| how ay had —— him in a flow Fite, becauſe he had 
; ch his Relipion, and had his Wife, Children, 
wn Ear n Ke ed, 0 e ION. 
and ſwoon d away ſo long, and in 2 extraordinary a 
manner, that we had much ado to bring her to herſelf. 
As foon as ſhe revived, ſhe ask'd me for the Paper; 
which having read, Good God! cry'd ſhe, how juft ars 
thy Fudyments! The Wretch lipa is no more, and 1 
am deliver'd from my Perſecutor, who, not content with 
enjoying my Eſtate, was not fatisfy'd without my Life; - 
but thou haſt exterminated his unhappy Seed, like that 
of Amalek, and revenged, with the Death of ſo many 
Perſons, the Wrongs he did my Innocence. I rejoice 
not; but I adore thee, O my God, whoſe Decrees are 
ever juſt. 
As ſoon as I knew, that the Marquis the Paper ſpoke 
of was her Husband, I propoſed to her to find out ſome 
Frenchman at the Hague, "hs might do her Service with 
the King, and get her reftored to her Eſtate; ſince I al- 
ready ſaw an Inclination in her to embrace the Num 
Religion: But here her Pride oppoſed me. What! ſaid 
ſhe, ſhall I now renounce my Religion, in order to reco- 
ver my Eſtate, which I only loſt becauſe I would enjoy 
| that free? What will the World ſay of my Fickleneſs, 
and what Idea will all honeſt People have of me? Be- 
ſides, 2 Husband took care to publiſh the News of my 
Death, and nd he could not have married a ſecond: time, 
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without having a Certificate of my Burial,” which his 
Friends at Rochelle procured him in all due Form. How, 
after twelve Years time, ſhall I be able to prove, that 1 
am Mademoiſelle de ***** and married to the Marquis 
oe t 

I have but one Piece of Counſel to vive you, aid 1 
I am acquainted with the Count D.. . who is a French 
Priſoner here, and is a very honeſt and worthy. Gentle- 
man: Him I'll ſpeak to, if you pleaſe, about your Af. 
fair, and will give you an Account of his Sentiments: 
I ſee him very often, and have had the Happineſs to do 
him ſome ſmall Kindneſſes. I know that he is well 
conſider d at Court, and perhaps he will do ſomething 
for my ſa e: I only want your Leave to ſpeak to him. 

Tereſa remain'd thoughtful, and I knowing it was only 
her Vanity that reſiſted, put her in mind of her Son. 
What! Madam, ſaid I, will you deprive your dear and. 
lovely Child, whom Heaven has preſerved to you, almoſt 
by Miracle, of the Inheritance of his Anceſtors? And 
when you may render him happy, would you rather ex- 
poſe him to lead a mean and ſordid Life, than reſtore 
him to that Condition which your Misfortunes have 
hitherto kept him from? 

Tereſa ſhed a J orrent of Tears at the Remembrance 
of her Son, and begg'd me to give her till the next Day 
to conſider on ſo nice and ſerious an Affair. | 
There hardly paſſed a Day but we heard of ſome Loſs 
the French had either in Flanders or Italy. To deſcribe 
all that I heard or ſaw during the laft _ of the War, 
would make up a Hiſtory as ample as that of Thucydides 
on the Wars of Pelaponneſus; and *tis my own Memoirs . 
of che latter Part of my Life I write, not an Account of 
the Actions of Importance which paſs'd in Europe; thoſe 
the Reader may find in more than one Hiſtorian, who 
has tres ted of that Matter. I propoſed to my ſelf to live 
quietly the reſt of thoſe Pays I had to be in the World ; 
not to meddle - with any body, to hear all, to ſay nothing, 
and to make my own Advantage of every thing. 

When I came home from Tere/a, I was very thought- 
ful; and I did not ſeem to Fan:ize to be in that pleaſant 
Humour which uſed to animate all the Houſe. Are not

I am exchanged, have got my Fallpotts and ll 
ſet out To-morrow for Paris. 
I ſhould have been gone before now, but that I-re- 
ſoly'd to take my Leave of you, and give you a thouſand 
Thanks for all the Civilities I have receiv'd from you. 
| I offer you all the Services, that depend either on me or 
my Friends; and proteſt, I ſhall think myſelf the hap- 
y pieſt Man in the World, if I can be uſeful to you in an

It en d as if all this had been brought about by Pro- 
vidence; therefore, without conſulting Tere/a. any more, 
J took him into my Cloſet, where having told him the 
whole Affair, relating to the Marquis ae , he bad 
me ſend him a Memorial for his Inſtruction, "when he 
was at Paris; and aſſured me, if the Woman I ſpoke of 
was a Catholick, and could prove what ſhe pretended, I 
he promiſed me, ſhe. ſhould recover her Eſtate.

I was born at a little 
Town near Viviers, which belong'd to our Family, and 
which my Father had taken care to preſerve, though he 

ad been at great Expences in the Service, where he was 
Colonel of a Regiment; he was a zealous and fincere 
Proteſtant, and, 1 may fay, devout in his Way; he had 
2 great Reſentment of the Sufferings of his Proteſtant”

We heard of his Death as 
ſoon as of the Honour he had got; and he himſelf wrote 
us the Account, or at leaſt ſign d the Letter that was ſent 
us. My Mother ran diſtracted at the News; ſhe ſaid a 
thouſand extravagant Things, and we never ſaw her well 
afterwards ; for ſhe died before the Year was expired. 
One of my Aunts took Charge of us: I was then about 
thirteen, and my Siſter about eleven, My Aunt was ad - 
viſed to put my Siſter into a Nunnery for Education, 
which ſhe did, fending her to the Ur/ulines in Montpelier,

I had been bred under a Governante of Poi- - 
tiers, one that was extremely well read in Scripture, and 
who had the Art of inſpiring an invincible Horror for 
the Pope, the Friers and Clergy.

my Aunt, as a Gentleman who was worthy of me. I 
ſaw him, and he preſently made a Declaration of the 
Paſſion my Virtues had raiſed in his Soul; and though I 
was naturally proud enough, he made his firit Addreſſes 
in ſo agreeable a manner, that I liſten'd to all he faid 
with ul: I believed an honeſt Man always ſpoke 
as he thought, and had the Weakneſs to tell him I 
thought a Man of Honour and Virtue was the 
Treaſure a young Woman could enjoy in the World. 
After this, you may believe it did not coſt him a great 
deal of Labour to win me; I was already charm'd with 
him, and having made us a few Viſits, the Matter was 
agreed on, and the Contraft drawn by a Notary of .

The greateſt Difficulty in i Tereſa's Affair, was to prove, 
that ſhe was not dead: I knew not which way to | 
about it; I ſometimes reſolv'd to go to Rochelle, in the 
Diſguiſe of a Fortune-teller, and to find ſome:Pretence 
to open the Place where they had put her pretended Body: 
The Enterprize was dangerous, but I was not known 
at Rochelle. I communicated this Thought to Eber, 
and told her, that if once this Impoſture of the Burial 
was diſcover'd, it would give Occaſion for an Inquiry, 
what was become of -the Lady, whoſe Death had been 
pretended. I was preparing to execute this Deſign, 
when Providence furniſh'd me with a Man who was fitter 
than myſelf for it. 

An Lalian, who had 6% W in the Inquiſition at 
Milan, was come to the Hague, and having no other 
way of getting his Living, he pretended to foretel Fu- 
turity: He was dreſs'd after the manner of the ancient 
Greek Philoſophers; he ſpoke admirably well the vulgar 
Greek, which is ſpoken in the Iſlands of the Archipelago, 
and was over and above a moſt incomparable Mimie 
and Lyar. He had made a Prediction for the Governor 
of Milan, which ſucceeded but too well for him; for 
the Governor believing him to be a Sorcerer, gave him 
up to the Inquiſition, from which he eſcaped but by a 
kind of Miracle. This Halian was every Day at my 
Houſe, where I took a Pleaſure in talking with him; | 
and had brought him into Credit, by. praiſing his in- 
comparable Art; ſo that he began to do very well at the 
Hague, and his Predictions were look'd upon as Oracles. 

When he was about to foretel any thing, after he 
had made ſeveral Interrogations, he aſſumed an inno- 
cent Air, and fell into a kind of Stupefaction: Then 
coming to himſelf by little and little, he paſs d by De- 
grees into a ſurprizing Fury, and in this Fit he pronounced 
his Oracle either in Latin, or the vulgarGreek, and ſome- 
times in the learned Greet, which he underſtood like- 
wiſe; and what he had ſaid during his Enthuſiaſm, was 

his Anſwer: So that he was believ'd to be inſpired by

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at the Hague; for it was common there, as among the 
ancient Pagans, to fay, Let us go and conſult the Oracle. 
It was this grand Impoſtor that I made uſe of in Te- 
reſa's Affair at Rochelle. I gave him his Inſtructions, 
and 100 Piſtoles for his Voyage, promiſing him 190 more 
at his Return. The Paſſage was ſhort from Amfterdam 
to France; and he arrived in fix Days at Nantes. There 
he went aſhore, and after four Days travelling on Foot, 

he came to Rochelle in the Night-time: His extraordinary 

Habit, and venerable Beard, made him be taken Notice 

of all the way he went: Sometimes he call'd himſelf 

the Coſmopolitan; another time he tock the Name of 
Malcbus; and at Rochelle he gave himſelf out to be the 
elder Brother of the famous Aſtrologer Chiarawalle of 
Milan. Under this Name he publiſhed ſome Remedies 
for the Teeth, and Coſmeticks to help the Ladies Com- 
plexions. He was preſently viſited by that Sex; and the 
Sight of that extraordinary Man was reckon'd a good 
Entertainment. If I had Leiſure, I could write his Hi- 
ſtory, which is compoſed of very ſurprizing Adventures; 
but I ſhall only leave the Canvas for ſome able Hand to 
complete ſo pleaſing a Picture. KEE 
Signor Chiara wallune (for ſo he call'd himſelf) knew 
fo well how to tickle the Vanity of the People of Ro- 
chelle, that he ſoon-grew into great Eſteem. He foretold 
ſeveral Things which happen'd very exactly. He had 
hardly Time to take his Reſt, for the Crowds that came 
to conſult him; and all went away ſatisfy d: But they 


were obliged to carry an Interpreter with them, that 


underſtood the Latin or [talian; for he did not know a 
Word of French. | | | 

One Day he had the Honour to be ſent for by the Ma- 
reſchal de Chamilly, Governor of the Province, a very 


worthy and courteous Gentleman. He had a mind to 


| know what this Chiaravallone was; and having 'talk'd 
with him for two Hours together in his Cloſet, he found 
ſo much Wit and good Senſe in him, that he made him 
one in a Party of Pleaſure with ſome Ladies in a Garden 
he had out of the Town. Our Aſtrologer knew this 
Garden by the Information he had receiv'd from Tere/a's 
Son's pretended Aunt, the Midwife's Siſter. The * 
| er 
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liger had talk'd with her by my Orders, under Pretence 
of erecting a Scheme on her Nativity; and had extreme- 
ly ſurprized her, in telling her what had paſf'd between 
Tereſa and her Siſter. The good Woman thought her- 
ſelf undone, on account of the Part ſhe had had in che 
Affair; ſhe thereupon confeſs'd all, and carry d the Con- 
jurer to the Garden, where the pretended Burial had 
been; and though there had been great Alterations made 
in the Place ſince the time, ſhe led him directiy to che 
Grave, which ſhe herſelf had help'd her Nephew the 
Seaman to dig. | 
After ſome other Divecking: the Mareſchal and his 
Aftrolager walk'd round the Gardens, difcourfing on dif- 
ferent Subjects. As they paſs'd by the Grave, Chiara- - 
vallone fell into a Fit, and afterwards into that Fury 
which he had not before practiſed in France.

Having open'd the Earth, they found a 
Coffin half-rotten, which breaking open, in the Expecta- 
tion of ſome Treaſure, they found nothing but a great 
Block, and a Quire of Paper, containing the Hiſtory of 
the Marriage, Lying-in and Flight of the Marchionefs 
D.., ala, the lovely Tereſa. This Account ſhe had 
written herſelf, and had put in a tin Box into the Coffin.

Te- 
re/a gave me leave to do as I thought beſt ;. and 1 having.

rafter, but having cauſed the Writing that was found 
in the Coffin to be brought to him, he found' the Style, 
as well as the Hand, to be the ſame. The King, con- 
vinced that the 8 ſpoken of was alive, ask'd the 
Child what Religion he profeſs d: I know no other than 
the Catholick Religion, reply'd hes in my Infancy I 
learn'd the Catechiſm; I have been ſince inſtructed in 
that Religion in Halland.

That underſtanding Monarch, who was never deceiv'd in 
Phyſiognomy, receiv'd her very graciouſly, and was 
pleas'd to tell her, that God had permitted her Afflictions 
for her Sanctification: That for her own future Repoſe 
and Glory, ſhe muſt go through ſome Formalities which 
the La required; but that he, before-hand, would or- 
der hef to be put into Poſſeſſion of her Rights. Tereſa 

N in her Manner of receiving theſe Favours, and 
in Anſwers, to be what the King had thought her; 
and ſhe confirm d his Majeſty's good Opinion of her, 
when ſhe told him, that the Poſſeſſion of her Eſtate was 
not the principal Motive of her coming into France, but 
rather the Deſire ſhe had to make her Abjuration ; there- 
fore, ſhe begg'd his Majefty, that this greater Affair 
might be done before ſhe went about the other, becauſe 
ſhe bad learnt in the Goſpel, that the Kingdom of Hea- 
ven was firſt to be ſought, and that then all other things 
would be added. The King recommended her to the 
Biſhop of Rochelle, who was then at Paris; and after ſhe 
had been perfectly inſtructed, ſhe abjured in the Recolets 
Church at Ver /ai/les, a great Part of the Court aſſiſting.

You may go there, ſaid ſhe, To- 
morrow, to inquire concerning me; I will come in 
ſome time after you, and yeu will ſee 33 
of me, whether I impoſe on you or not. | 

The next Morning the Commiſlaries, acco by 
the Count, went to the Convent, and — for Siſter 
n After their firſt Compliments were over, they 
ask'd her if ſhe had not a Siſter. Alas! ſaid the good 
Nun, ſhe is dead long ago, and we have receiv'd an At- 
teſtation from the Mothers of Rochelle, that ſhe was 
.bury*d at Rochelle, becauſe ſhe died in her bad Religion. 
Did the come to fee you often, when ſhe was alive ? 
ask'd the Commiſſaries. Very often; reply*d ſhe; and 
uſed to furniſh me abundantly with means to paſs my 
Time agreeably in this Solitude. Alas! the laſt Vifit I 
had from her, ſhe made me accept of her Picture in Mi- 
 Niature, which I always carry about me. Pray ſhew us 
that Picture, Madam, ſaid they. The Nun drew the 
Picture out of her Pocket, which -as ſoon as the Com- 
miſſaries had ſeen, they were convinced that Tereſa was 
really the Marchioneſs de R. Madam, ſaid they, 
your Siſter is not dead: Providence has preſerv'd her by 
a kind of Miracle; we tell you this, that you may not 

be ſurprized in ſeeing her. 
| _ The Commiſlary had hardly ſaid fo, when in came 
Tereſa with her Son; at which Sight the Nun was fo 
tranſported, that ſhe could hardly ſpeak a Word, think- 
Ing it was a Ghoſt that appear'd : But at length, _ 
come to herſelf, ſhe expreſs'd the tender Sentiments 
her Heart in a thouſand endearing Ways. She * | 
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This Matter made a great Noiſe at Montpelier, where 
Tereſa's Relations were of Conſideration; and though the 
Marquis s Family was one of the chief in the Town, 
they could not but do Juſtice. to the Truth. She was 
viſited by all of any Rank in the Town, and was put 
into Poſſeſſion of all her Rights and Eſtates by a Decree 
of Parliament. Her Tenants attourn'd to her, and ſtrove 
who ſhould be firſt in congratulating with her; and not- 
withſtanding her Change of Religion, none of them 
ever reproach'd her; but on the contrary, her good 
Example and Prudence brought a great many of them 
over to the Church.

"you, I left Word at the Convent, that I ſhould dine

- — Nigaſi, in the mean time, had prepared every thing 
for the Execution of our Deſign; and a Genoe/e Felucca / 
lying in the Port of Marſeilles, he had by his Liberalities 
gain'd the Maſter and Seamen..to his Intereſt and having 
provided them with ſome Turk;/ Habits and. Turbants, 
Lee me Notice all was ready. The next Evening I 
told our Ladies, I would give them a Supper upon the 
Water, thoſe Entertainments being common with the 
Marſeillians in the Summer time, as it was then. We
